House of Representatives : 


In my last annual communication, I congratulated you upon the . 
omparatively favorabie auspices under which you had ect In 
üdressing you now, I can see nothing in the condition of the State, as 
ontrasted with its affairs for several years past, which in the least, for- 
ids me from renewing my congratulations, at again meeting you as the 
Representatives of a free and happy people. The Banking system 
hich had been adopted by the State, and which has demanded, and for 
me time to come, will continue to demand, heavy exactions in the 
nape of taxes, to aischarge the publie debt, has received the merited 
ndemnation of the community, and, it is hoped is forever abandoned. 
fhe Banks are all in a state of final liquidation ; the debts due them are 
1 process of collection; and the faith of the State preserved and her 
redit maintained, as I trust it ever will be, with rigid punctuality. 
though the unprecedented drought, which pervaded our State, in com- 
mon with many other portions of the Union, the past season, has 
leprived the husbandman of the usual rich reward for Wis labor and in- 
istry, still the signal, inestimable, blessing of health, which our citizens 
ave enjoved, merits from us our most devout homage and gratitude, to 
he Great Ruler of the Universe, for that, and all other wordly gifts, 
which he has so bountifully bestowed upon us. 

By an act approved January twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
brty-five, the Governor was required to appoint an agent, to collect 
rom the Federal Government, the amount due, from that Government to 
the State, for moneys advanced during the late Creek ‘Indian hostilities,- 
At an early period after the passage of the act, Robert T. Scott, Esq., of 
ackson county, was appointed that agent. He entered promptly upon 
the discharge of his duties, and has since been. zealously engaged in col- 
lecting and preparing the necessary vouchers, to enable him to obtain the 
just demands of the State. The act under which the agent was ap- 
pointed, makes no provisions for furnishing him with the necessary 
vouchers upon which the claim was founded. I was informed by the 
agent, that many of those vouchers which were essential to him in prose- 
tuting the claim, were in the Comptroller's Office. Believing that the 
lw authorizing the agents appointment would be entirely nugatorv, and 
his efforts fruitless, so far as the amount embraced in those papers was 
concerned, without them, and that the General Assembly must have in- 
tended that he should have all the papers necessary to effect a settlement 
with the United States Government, I directed the Comptroller to deliver 
to him all the papers in his office, connected with the claim, which the 
agent might deem important to its collection, with instructions to retain 
a full transeript of each, (aking the agents receipt for the original, which 
I am informed, was done. Many important papers connected with the 
tlaim, I apprehend, have been lost or mislaid, and the rigid exaction of 
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the Federal Government, in requiring, in every instance fhe original 
papers, will, I fear, caase the State to lose no inconsiderablegportion of 
its just dues. In settling individual demands, this rigid scrutiny by the 
Federal Government is perhaps necessary and justifiable; but when a 
Sovereign State discharges a debt to her own citizens for prosecuting a 
war, the expenses of which should have been borne extlusively by the 
Federal Government, every presumption should favor the opinion, that 
the constituted authorities of such State have not done so, except upon 
the most satisfactory evidence. lu'faet to have discharged such claims 
upon such satisfactory evidence, carries with it an obligation on the Gen- 
eral Government, to reimburse, in good faith, the full amount of money 
advanced, without reference to the rigid rules usually insisted on by the} 
Departments at Washington. | 

‘The sum of one hundred and sixteen thousand dollars, being one hail |

The interior of the pris- j 
on presented the appearance of cleanliness, with a proper regard to the | 
comtortoftheinmates. The Institution, however, hasfor some time labor- | 
ed under heavy pecuniary embarrassments, which haye, to a considerable 
extent, i'npeded its operations. The cause and extent of those embar- 
rassments are not fully known to me. The Inspectors, I presume, will 
put you in possession of all the information on this subject. The proper 
course to be pursued to rid the Institution of these embarrassments as 
well as to avoid them hereafter, is legitimately, a subject for the delibera- 
tion of your honorable bodies, The sum of fifteen thousand dollars, ap- 
propriated at the last session of the General Assembly, for the support 
of the Penitentiary the curreut year, it is to be regretted, was wholly | 
insofficient to do so, and at the same time, discharge the debts due by 
the institution, at the period when the appropriation was made. A large 
number of the debts due last year have consequently not been paid. I 
am not informed of the exact amount now owed by the Penitentiary. This 
will, I presume, be made known to you in the annual report of the In- 
spectors. A very large portion of ‘this debt was incurred, I understand, 
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for ‘articles: furnished last year, under.ibe advice and sanetion of the 

Inspectors, and should have been paid ut the end of the year. : The ac- 
counts will be presented by. the creditors, to your honorable bodies -for 
payment, and will,-no doubt, be properly authenticated by the Warden 
and Inspeetors, or other satisfactory proof; and I trust that the Gen- 
eral Assembly will promptly provide for their payment, as well as every 
other demand against the Institution, which is ascertained to be just, 

It is greatly to be regretted that the Penitentiary has not yet been able 
to defray ils own expenses. I am not sufficiently conversant with its 
fiscal operations, to state to you why it has not. The reports of the 
Warden and Inspectors will, it is hoped, furnish you full information on 
hat subject, and I trust'that an aequaintanee with the operations of the 
astitulion, will enable your honorable bodies, to devise some plan by 
which it may be supported without a resort, as heretofore, to the Treasu- 
ty of the State. 

The act for the government of the Penitentiary, approved January 
wenty seventh, eighteen hundred and forty-five, required a store room 
to be built at, or near the institution, as soon as it could be conveniently 
done, under the supervision of the Inspectors, The building has not yet 
een erected. The Inspectors entertain the belief that the location of 
the store house near the business part of the city of Wetumpka, would 
le far better than one at the prison. They were satisfied also, that no 
injury or inconvenience would result to the prison from deferring the 
erection of the store house until the subject ¢ould be brought to the no- 
lice of the General Assembly. The reason for the course pursued by 
he Inspectors on this subject, will, I presume, be set forth io their an- 
wal report. J have no doubt but that some point near the business part 
of the city would be a far better location for disposing of the articles 
nanufactured at the Penitentiary, than one at or near the prison. With 
hose who pass by the institution in going to Wetumpka, it would make 
no material difference, but the largest portion of the public, who trade in 
hat city are not thus situated, and but few of these will subject them- . 
elves to the trouble and inconvenience of travelling from the city to the 

Penitentiary and back again to purchase many of the articles manufactu- 
rad there, which they desire and would purchase, if they swere to be.had 
athe city. I presume that an eligible point near the business part of 
he city, could be procured for a reasonablesum. I therefore recommend 
hat the act of the last session be so modified as to authorize the Insper- 
iors ta purchase ə suitable lot, provided the’same can be obtained at, or 
under a price to, be preseribed by the Legislature, and that the store 
ouse éontem plated in the act of the last session, be erected on it. 

The act putting the State Bank in liquidation makes no provision for 
he appointment of Commissioners, to value the real estate Owned by | 
hat Bank, and none have consequently been appointed. It will be the 
duty of the General Assembly to make.such provision the present ses- 
Hon, . i i; 

The act to settle the affairs of the State Bank and Branches, makes it 
he duty of the President and Directors of.said Banks to sell all the real 
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estate belonging to the Banks, during the year eighteen hundred and fo 
ty-five. Iam not officially informed whether, or not, all the real estat 
owned by the Banks has been, or will be offered for sale, within the tim 
preseribed in the act, I have no idea, however, tbat all of it will be dis 
posed of in that time. To obviate all doubt as to the power of the Pre 
sident and Directors of the several Banks to sell sueh real estate after th 
period prescribed, I recommend the passage of an act extending the tim 
for disposing of the real estate held by the Banks. | 
The final settlement of our whole Banking system, is a subject th: 
merits and will no doubt command a large portion of your deliberation 
‘Fo husband the means of the Banks and to close the whole system ata 
early a day as practicable, having a proper regard to the interest of th 
State, as well as those indebted to the Banks, are important duties, prel 
senting themselves very forcibly upon your honorable bodies. E havf 
not been able to ascertain the aggregate amount collected by aM th 
Banks, under the act of last session, requiring one-third of the amog 
taen due, to be paid within the time prescribed in the act. I fear, how 
ever, that in many instances, the requirements of the act have not bee 
complied with, The necessities of the State, independent of the pari 
mount importance of its protecting from further loss, by an indulgene 
which has heretofore, as l conceive, added greatly to the present vad 
amount of bad and doubtful debts, demand the collection of the deli 
due the Danks at the earliest period practicable, without unnecessaril 
embarrassing, or harrassing those in debt to them. The debtors to thes 
institutions, to say the least, had, what was regarded by all, liberal in 
dulgence, previous to the act of last session. I recommend, however 
that those who have already paid one third of their debts due the Bank 
be allowed to discharge the residue of the debt in two equal annual i 
stalments. And that those who have failed to pay one third shal], upo 
paying the same together with another third, at such a period in th 
early part of the ensuing year as your honorable bodies may designat 
together with all costs which may have accrued by their failure to eom 
ply with the law of the last General Assembly, also be allowed anothe| 
year to pay the remaining balance. | 
In many instances, persons, after obtaining loans from the Bank 
changed their residence to other parts of the State, and before their ney 
location could be ascertained, the debts were barred oy the statute d 
limifations. ] > | 
A -considerable amount has also been lost to the Banks from t 
estates of deceased Bank debtors, in consequence of the claims not bei 
presented to the legal representatives, within the time prescribed by la 
Considering that the amount due the Banks is scattered, as the debtol 
are throughout the State, we may anticipate no inconsiderable increa 
of the sum already lost, from the above named causes, unless some prt 
visions are made to prevent it. The agents or officers of the Banks, 
their personal knowledge, cau know but little of the condition of t 
' debtors, or:of their residences; especially when such a length of ti 
has elapsed since the debts were incurred, and when there has been 
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almost entire change in the officers,of the Banks. The fact, that a very 
large majority of the debtors reside remotely from the Banks, renders it 
utterly impracticable for the officers of: the Banks to protect the State 
from losses annually accruing from the above name causes, 1, there- 
fore, recommend that the law requiring debts to be presented against 
the estates of deceased persons, within a.limited time, so far as the debts 
due the Banks are concerned, as well as the statute of limitations, be re-, 
ealed. DD" 1 
i In the collection of debts due the Banks on judgments, the Boards are 
frequently required to give bonds of indemnity to sheriffs, refunding, and 
other bonds, under decrees of the courts of Chancery, with individual 
security. ‘These legal requirements are not only embarrassing to the 
Boards, but are often serious impediments to the collection of debts 
ascertained to be justly due to the Banks. When bonds become necessa- 
ry, in proceedings like those above alluded to, that of the President and 
Cashier, in their official capacity, binding the assets of the Bank to which 
the debt is owing, ought to be regarded as an ample guarantee, without re- 
quiring individual security. I recommend, therefore, that the law be 
so modified as as to require the bond of the President and Cashier of the 
Bank to which the debt may be due. 

The aggregate annual amount paid to defray the expenses of the State 
Bank and Branches, is considerable, and should be aveided, as far as is 
compatible with the interest of the State and the convenience of debtors. 
I have for some time looked forward to a period, as well as a state of af- : 
fairs, in. the Branches, when the President and Direetors of the State 
Bank could manage the business of that institution, and also that of all 
the Branches. We have now, I think, reached that period. A compe- 
tent agent residing where each Branch is located, in lieu of a Board of 
President and Directors and other officers would avoid a large portion of 
the heavy expenses annually incurred at the several Branches, and would, 
under the control and direction of the Board of the State Bank, be 
entirely competent to discharge all the duties necessary to the settlement 
of the business of. those Branches. In making this modification, how- 
ever, in the final liquidation of the Banks, the Board of the State Bank 
should be composed of individuals of acknowledged qualifications; and 
to secure the services of such men, a compensation commensurate with 
their services should be attached to the office of President and Directors. 
of. the State Bank; I, therefore, recommend that an act be passed re- 
quiring the assets of all the Branches to be placed under the control -of 
the Board of the State Bank, and that such agent or agents be appointed, 
to reside at the Branches, and with such powers, as your wisdom may — 
think best. l 

All the information which may be desired in future by the Legislature, 
in relation to the condition of the State Banks, can be furnished by its 
officers, and thus the annual expense incident to the appointment of Com- 
missioners to examine the Bauks might be dispensed with. J, therefore, 
recommend the repeal of the law requiring the appointment of Com- 
missioners for the examination of the State Bank and Branches.

The joint resolutions of the last General Assembly, proposing an

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ever, to be regretted, that só much of the twelfth section of the ‘third 
article of the .equstitution, fixing the term -of service'for Senators for 
three years, had not been expressly repealed in terms, as'it is in effect, 
by the amending r^sointiogs, fixing that term for. fonr years, but the 
prescribing a longer term, so clearly abrogates the shorter, that it is bẹ- 
lieved no ambiguity cau giise in the construction of the amended iú- 
strument, fen : 

It.is very apparent that the period proposed in the amendment for 
the classification of Senators, is not so free from doubt, as might’ be 
desired, in a fundamentalis w, yet it is thought by many, whose opin- 
ions are entitled to great respect, that the classification is so necessary 
to give yalidity to the amendments; that it was the intention of the 
amending resolutions to assign that duty to the present legislature, be- 
ing “the first meeting of the General Assembly after the adoption of ” 
the proposed amendments by the people." There are others, whose 
opiniafis are entitled to great consideration, who maintain that “ adopt- 
ed’? must be regarded as the synonym of * ratified.” Should the Gen- 
eral Assembly consider the word “ adopted” in the sense used in the 
amending instrument, as synonymous with the word “ratified,” in 
the provision providing for the amendment of the constitution, and 
that the classification of Senators must be made at the ‘first session 
of the General Assembly, after the proposed amendments are ratifi- 
ed by the present Legislature, all difficulty could be avoided and full 
effect given to the expressed will of the people; by a salled meet- 
ing of the General Assembly at the close of the|present session, 
for the purpose' of classifying the Senators, and such additional legisla- 
lion as may be necessary to earry out the amendment and make it ope-. 
rative. j 

; The amount collected under the provisions of the! present revenué 
bill, will fall greatly short of raising a sufficient sum to pay the interest 
accruing upon our State bonds, I therefore rejteraté | the views which 
[had the honor to submit to the dast. General Assembly, on this sub- 
ject, and recommend that permanent provisions be‘made by: your hon- 
orable bodies to raise, by taxation, annually, à sufficient amount to pay 
the interest on our State debt. 

My views have been so fully, and frankly expressed in my former 
communications, upon both the moral and legal obligations, resting 
upon us to ptovide for, and promptly. discharge our public debt, that I 
hardly deem it necessary again to allude to that subject. No State or 
people ean expect that honorable distinetion,so much desired by all the 
civilized nations of the earth, when, having the means, they fail to 
maintain untarnished their plighted faith. .Alllaws, both human and 
divine, require a prompt and honest discharge of debts acknowledged 
to be just. The crude notions'of thé untutored savage liave affixed a 
thle, or standard, by which just demazids are to be enforced, when imi- 
properly withheld, and the enlightened age ib which we live has wise- 
ly Faon morals, which. award merited and -ungualified 
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condemnation to a State or a nation that fails to discharge promptly its 
publie debt. "That Alabama will, for all time to come, protect and pre. 
serve nnsullied her plighted faith, '| bave the most abiding confidence, 
I cannot, therefore, close this, my last annual message, without con-| 
gratulating you om the sound and wholesome publie sentiment which| 
prevails throughout the State on the subject of discharging our public 
debt. No party, or respectable member of any party, has, so far as Į} 
know, encouraged the idea, that under any possible ccnjecture of cir- 
cumstances, should our public faith be violated. Our citizens, under 
the most heavy pecuniary embarrassments, arising from individual in.

The right of the General Assemby to charter Banks is not necessarily 
derived from any grant in the constitution, but by the article proposed to 
be stricken out, is greatly restricted. Under the constitution as it is, a 
Bank ean be established only by the concurrence of two-thirds of both 
Houses of the General Assembly —not morefthan one Bank can be estab- 
lished aL any, one session of the Legislature—two fifths of the capital 
stock must be reserved for'the State—a proportion of power.in the 
directors of the Bauk must be reserved to the State, equal almost to its 
proportion of stock ; the State and individual stockholders must be liable 
respectively for the debts of the Bank in proportion to their stock holden 
therein ; the remedy for collecting debts must be reciprocal for and against 
the Bank. No Bank can commence operations until half of the capital 
stock subseribed for, be actually paid in gold or silver ; which amount 
shall in no case be less than one buodred thousand dollars ; in gase any 
Bank neglect or refuse to pay on demand, any bill, ‘note, or obligation 
issued by the corporation, according to the promise therein expressed, 
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‘the holder of amy, such nate, bill, or obligation, is entitled to receive and 
recover interest thereon üntil the same shall be paid, or specie payments 
gre resumed by thé Bank at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from 
the date of such. demand, some, if not all their restrietions, are deemed 
salary in their, elatacidF; Strike out the sixth article of the constitu- 
tion, and the right to charter Banks exists in full force without stint as to 
numbers, their capital, or organization, unless -that right be in conflict 
with some of the provisions of the constitution of ‘the United States, 
on which question the committee express no opinion, - - 

'The:committee do not believe that the people of Alabama, in ‘full view 
of the desolation around them, and the experience of past, years, are 
ready to break down the barriers woich the constito{ian has thrown 
around the money power, which, with al] the restrictions upon it, has 
proved itself to be an agent of, seductive character and gigantic force. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

In entering upon the discharge of my, officia] duties, J feel called upon 
by recent events, to communicate to you, my views upon the yarious 
subjects connected with the affairs of our State Bank and Branches ;. sand 
with the indebtedness of the State, —Subjects which have for some time 
past occupied the attention of cur conslituents ; and which have recently 
become so important in their view, as to engross all others, To these 
subjects I shall confine myself in this communication. 

From the reports of the several legislative committees whose duty it 
has been, from time to time, to inquire into the condition of our State - 
Bank end Branches, it appears, that for the last seven years, these in- 
stitutions have suffered one unbeskes series af losses: resulting in the ` 
disastrous condition in which they were found at ihe fast session of the 
General Assembly. The ‘causes which have brought about these con- 
tinuous and heavy losses, are readily discovered by a recurrenée to the 
- history of their management; the whole tenor of which proves; beyond 
doubt, that less regard has: been had to the interests of the Banks, than 
the convenience and accommodation of their debtors, 

By the report made to the Legislature at the session of eighteen hundred : 
and thirty-seven and eight, it is shown; thatthe indebtedness of the State 
Bank and Branches amounted at that time, to more than twenty millions 
of dollars ; of which bnt little more than one hundred. thousand dollars, 
were considered bad; and but little more than’ five hundred thousand 
dollars doubtful: The first act of the Legislature, changing. the- usual 
course of business in those Banks, was passed, a short time before, at the, 
called session in June, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven. This aet ex- 
tended the time of payment of the debts then due ; dividing them into 
three annual instalments; the first, of twenty-five per cent. ; the other two 

of thirty-seven and a half per cent. each. And, it authorized further 
loans; payable in like instalments, 

At the session of eighteen hundred and forty. and riy- »0ne, a report was 
made to the Legislature, by which it appears; that under the influence 
of the act referred. to, commonly known as the relief or extension law of 
eighteen hundred.aad thirty-seven, the bad debt had increased to móre 
than three and one half millions of dollars; while the doubtful debt had 
swelled to an amount exceeding one million and a balt of dollars, And 
in this report, is introduced, a new item denominated ** unknosen debi,” 
amounting then to more than one million and a quarter af dollars. . Thus 
is shown a deterioration of the debts due to the Banks, by which losses 
have been incurred, to be estimated at' not less than one million ‘and a 
quarter of dollars annually, during the three. years immediately preced- 
ing this report. 
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At the session of the Legislature of eighteen hundred and thirty-nine 
and forty, another, act was passed, (approved, the third of February, 
eighteen hundred apd forty,) by which it was required that, “not more 
than twenty per cent," of the several debts due the Banks should be de- 
manded, per annum.. Under the-operation of this act, cennected with 
that above referred’ to, as shown by a report,of a committee, at the Jast 
session. pf the General Assembly, the good debts were reduced, to six 
million, nine hundred and-ninety-three thousand, nine hyndred and sizty- 
five dollars, and thirty-six cents—($6,993,965 36.) The doubtful debt 
to four hundred and'eighty-four thousand, one hundred and thirty-two 
dollars and, forty-six cents—($484,132 46.) While the bad debt had 
reached the enormous sum of six millions, two hundred and ninety-Lwo 
thousand, five hundred and ninety-nine dollars and seventy cents—~ 
($6,292,599, 70 ) Each of the laws here referred to required that the 
President and Directors of jthe several] Banks should demand further 
security, if by them deemed necessary, asa condition precedent io the 
extension. "How far this provision was regarded, may be judged of by 
the results, 3 ` , T 

This cursory-glance at the history of the legislation, and management 
of our Banks, must clearly-shdw, that the extension laws, and the manner 
of their execution, were the principal causes. of the immense losses sus- 
tained by these institutions, A morg minute examination -wóuld but for- 
tify this conclusion. «As however, it is important to know the causes of 
ihe evils, simply with a view to. avoid them in future,J shall not pursue 
this inquiry further. We find our Banks at the last session of..the Legis- 
lature, in the situation mentioned. ` We have tio reason to believe that 
they are jn a better éandition now. The mischief is done ; and it is the 
part of wisdom* to make the best that we can of. our present condition, 
To do this, -we.should adopt such measures as may promise to colleet 
the largest amount of the entire indebtedness to the Banks, with the 
least expense; and at the same time, bring their affairs to the most 
speedy adjustment and conclusion, compatible with that important object. 
At the. session, of eighteen hundred and forty-two and three of the Gen- 
era? Assembly, acts were passed repealing the charters of the four Béaach 
Banks, so far as-1o deprive them of banking powers; and putting them 
in liquidation. On the first'day of^ January last, the charter of the State 
Bank expired by its own limitation. None of its banking powers have 
been renewed, bui by an act of the last session of the General Assembly 
it was put in. liquidation. By the samé act, the officers of the State 
Bank, and of each of the Branches, were-made to consist of a President 
and two Directors, a Cashier, and two clerks; and one additional elerk 
in the Branch at Mobile. i] 
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The impoliey of keeping up five banking establishments, with five Pre- 
sidents, ten Directors, five Cashiers, elevea clerks, and dther agents, at=. 
torneys, and servants; engaged upon salaries, and pay ; with a variety of 
gther sources of expense, which might be mentioned; swelling the actu- 
al expe nditure of the State Bank, and all of the Branches, to à sura, noi 
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very far short of the expense of our State. Government, is too" obvious to 
require argament $ ; looking: ‘alone to iis disregard of a proper: ecoriomy. 
When to this is added (he tier inefficiency of the system for’ thè ‘attain: 
inent of the great object in view—vollecting and securing the debts, "and 
winding up the concerns of the Banks in the most speejly possible ` "man- 
ner—a reform of the system betomes an imperious duty, ' Withoüta 
change, judging the future by the past, we have but little ground to hape, 
that this complicated business will be brought’ to a beneficial, and sitie 
factory close, in any "reasonable time. 

With these views, and others which will suggest themselves to you, 1 
respectfully recommend to your consideration, the propriety df dispeii- 
sing with all the officers of the State Bank, and of each of the Branches. 
And I recommend, that provision be made ‘for the appointment of one 
agent to remain at sach of the Branches, with authority to receive pay- 
ment from the debtors; giving proper receipts and aequittanees ; and to 
do such other ministerial acts as it may be necessary and expedient for 
him: to do, in furthering € coHections; bat with no other powers. 1 further 
recommend, that provision be made for the appointment of three - Coni- 
missioners, in the -mode now prescribed, for the appointment of Dires- 
tors, with such salaries as will command the best qualifications for the 
purpose, to be:found any where in the State; who shall reside at the 
State Bank, and devote their éntire time and attention to the “important 
object of securing and collecting the whole Bank debt; with full power 
and ‘authority to appoint all necessary attorneys, clerks, and agenis—to 
transfer the books and papers of the Branch Banks to the State Bank— 
except the evidence: of debt running to maturity—to dispose of the real 
and personal property of the State Bank,and Branches ; and when neces- 
sary and proper, looking alone to the interest of the State, to compro- 
mise and compodnd debts that may at any time he considered doubtful 
or bad: thus concentrating the whole business.at the Slate Bank.. i fuf- 
ther recommend, that : these Commissioners be empawered ‘to pay the in- 
terest, as it may become due, upon the State debt, and to extinguish the 
debt as fast as they mey be able, trom’ their colleetións, and other funds, 
under such rules and regulations as you, in your wistiom may presttibe; 
giveng to them ample powers for all these purposes ; at the same Ume, 


securing the State against its abuse, by proper festrictions apd sureties. 


By this system it is obvious, thst after the payment of such salaries, as 
are contemplated, and every other expense incident to it ; a vast amount 
of the present annual expenditure would be saved. None, I think, can 
doubt its superiar efficiency. With suitable Commissioners, I am induced 
to believe, but few years woul! be required, ‘to bring the ' whole of the 
affairs of our Banks to a final close; at least, to enable our citizens to un- 
dersiatid:—wha! ought to-be knowl to all, but what is now known - 10 
none—the true pecuniary eondition of the “State. x ud UE 
Hj au aet passed at the last session of the General Assembly, ihe 
debtors.of the State Bank-and Branches were required to pay, Uy the 


first of June last, one-third pert of their- pespectivé debts, wath’. interest, 
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And it wag ptovided, that, upon E! complianee with these terms, the res 
maining two .thirds should stand over until the. first af June, next. ed 
was generally understood, that à further, provision would- he. made at 
the present, sessian, in favo. of ihose who complied ; “extending one half 
of, the balance due, for twelve months longer, upon the payment of the 
other half, hy that day with interest. The reporta af committees touch- 
ing this subject, clearly indicated-this to. ‘bë the, policy which would be 
adapted. Under this expectation, it is believed, many: of the Bank 
dehtarg complied with the requisition of the law, with à same inconveni- 
ence, and sacrifice.. I respeetfull recommend, that this expectation he 
met, by ‘the enactment of a law, à. that purpose, with proper guardsand 
provisians. The first day of June may hot be the most suitable day for 
the required payment. it may be proper to. appoint another day, some- 
what more distant; This, ‘however, in my opinion, should be the limit. 
No other, extension should be conceded: nor should this apply to any 
other debtors, than-the elass here specially. referred to.

ed of us, would utterly forbid it, ‘Instead of relieving the country. of 
the. depreciated. currency—one of the great purposes of winding up the 
Banks—such’ a policy would not only -keep up the supply, but increase 
its depreciation. The losses to the Store would be.enormous. The fact 
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being knoWn, ‘through the eduntry, as it‘eertainly would be, that ‘the 
State relies upon the’ssle of the Stare Bank notes as thé meahs of raising 
money to pay the,interest seerding front time to time, we’ would find 
ourselves in the hands of brokers and-shavers. compelled to submit to 
such terms as their cupidity might dictate. Very few reunds of the cir- 
cle— receiving. our notes at par, and selling them at such a discount as 
would bé demanded—would result in the exhaustion of ihe remaining 
assets of our Banks, to pay the interest only : leaving the principal debt, 
in alf its magnitude, bearing heavily upon us; swelling with still further 
interést.- This suicidal policy, I trust will not be adopted, evén as a tem- 
porary measure. ft involves the same prinéiplés, which havé too Jong 
prevailed in the management of ouv banks: favoring the Bank debtors at 
at the expense of the tax payers of the State. , A 

It is believed that the amount, now in suit agáinst those who refused 
to accept the provisions of the act of the last session of the General As- 
sembly, in regard to Bank debts, added to one half of the debt extended 
in virtue of that act, and the sum to be raised by taxation, will relieve 
the pressing necessilies of the State, The propriety and importance of 
prosecuting these suits, and. enforcing collections, when all the cireum- 
stances are’ properly considered, must be obvious, .The reasonableness 
of the terms proposed by the act, is perceived, when we remember that 
most of these debis were contracted more than seven years agó; for mo- 
ney lent; and for which indulgence had been given from time to time, to 
that period. By that act, they were:required ta pay one third only, of 
the amount due; a sum which was imperatively demanded by the neces- 
sities of the State, to meet her own Jisbilities. Punctuality on the part 
of our. debtors, in meeting all reasonable demands upon them, is now all- 
important to the State; for upon this may depend the preservation of 
our faith and credit. > If these debtors-are put upon an equal footing with 
those who paid as required, the precedent will encourage a disregard of 
our demands; and punctuality will cease to be a virtue, Æ controlling 
reason is found in the consideration, that less (han the proposed collection 
will not place beyond contingency, our ability tò meet the demands upon 
the State. And we are lound'in justice to the great body of our constit- 
uents, who are without fault, and who have received.no benefit from the 
Banks, to save the honor ofthe State from peril; even if it requires some 
saerifice, by those who have been so long in the enjoyment of Bank ac- 
commodations. JN l : 

The time has arrived'when we-should cease. to dally with (his su? 
ject; when by a firm adherence to the enaétmients of the Legislature, and 
a faithful execution: of them, it should-be made manifest, that they are 
intended to effect the object indicated by their privisions. Bank ‘debtors 
should understand, that the laws: are intended to operate equally on 'all : 
not to spend their force on one portion, who regard them ; then tó be 
changed and modified, to suit the convenience of other portions, who 
treat them with neglect. i I mS rS es 

There is an obvious propriety in extending to agents entrusted with 
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‘the duty of making collections; every sid, inour power, to facilitate their 
efforts. And while no one ean be less inclined, tò do unüeressarg in- 
jury either in feeling orinterest to our debtors, than Fam, Fcdnnot daubt, 
that in ssgertaining the course proper to be: pursued; it i$ our duty. to 
censult the interest of the State; untrammelled by any. unreasonable.ap- 
prebensian, as to the effect which it may have upon them. The aid of . 
our citizens should be invoked. ‘They are directly jnterestéd in this great 
subject’; being responsible, for any deficiency, in the form-of: taxes, to 
discharge our State liability. With this view, I submit to your eopsidera- 
tion the propriety of publishing in such form. and manuer, as may«eause 
it to. reach our citizens generally, a list.of the names of the-bad, doubtlul, 
and unknown debtors; withthe amount due from them respectively. 
The people of the State have the right, at any rate, like all other creditors, 
to know who:their debtors are. "And I entertain no doubt, that our col- 
leeting agents would acquire much assistance, from information, which 
this means would cause to. be communicated, Those debtors could 
have no cause to complaiü. -They are.in default. ‘hey have no right 
to withhold from the State any of their effects... And if any are withheld, 
évery means should be essayed to discover and apply them. 

In connection with this. subject, "T. submit to your consideration, the 
propriety of causing a rigid scratiny in the conduct of the officers, attor- 
neys and agents, under whose management, the astounding-losses to our 
Banks have-accrued ; holding thém to'a strict accountability. Such an 
inquiry, seems to be called Tor, as’ well for the purpose of enforciüg jus- 
lice from ‘delinquents, as to relieve those who have heen faithful; from 
unmerited imputation. ` For our constituents justly consider it."difficult 
to perceive how the affairs of our.Banks havé been'brought to their pre- 
sent conditioñ, without great and culpable mismanagement in their of- 
ficere, attorneys, and agents. When these things shall haye, been done ; 
when all shall have been collected that. can be coliected : when the- bur- 
den shall have been made as light as it can be, made; pur .patriotie cii- 
zens will nat shrink fram it. Though it be heavy and bear hard upon 
them, they will not falter uüder it. ` They will pay whatever may be 
necessary to sustain the plighted faith ànd honor of the Siate. They 
will merch forward with their treasure, as heretofore they have done, tot 
only with that, but with their bload also, to preserve untarnished our fair 
escatcheon.. On our course ñow, theirs may depénd hereafter, . l'hope, 
therefore; I may not be considered too importunate, when in the hame of 
every thing dear to’ us, l'commend this subject to your’ most deliberate 
consideration. ` QA ee . ° Pe

The constitution providės that justice shall be administered without 
sale, denial, or delay. The bill provides that every successful suiter, 
except where the State is plaintiff, shall pay into the hands of theclerk 
of the Court in which his cause is tried, six dollars, before the verdict 

"shall be made the judgment of the Court. Money thus raised, goes 
into the hands of the coünty treasurer, and constitutes a jury fund, 
should this bill become a law. Would justice be administered with- 
out sale, or would every suiter who should be unjustly brought into 
Court, be under the necessity of paying six dollars to get out? This 
question needs no response. : 

In every respect in which it may be viewed, the committee deem the 
bill highly inexpedient; its tendency is to encourage litigation, and: to 
shield the wrong doer from its burdens. And under the principles in- 
volved in the bill, it would seem, that the law making power might go 
one step further, and draw from the successful suiter the fee due the 
attorney of the opposite party—lawyers being as 'necessary under our 
judicial system as jurors. The bill thus extended would meet with fa- 
vor from none, ánd yet the difference in the two cases is in degree, not 
in principle. Under the law as it now is, the successful party must 

- pay. his own attorney's fees, The committee are of opinion that he 
ought not to be further taxed.

The select committee, to whom was referred so much of. the Gover- 
nor’s message as relates to the death of ANDREW Jacxson, have had the 
same under consideration, and beg leave to report, that in responding te 
the suggestion of his Excellency Benjamin Fitzpatrick, relative to this 
melancholy event, your committee but too sensibly feel how inade- 
quate is language to express the deep-seated and pervading regret, which 
the'announcement of this National, affliction, brought upon our whole land. 
And though the hurried revolutions of every day life have followed the 
solemn obsequies of the departed Soldier, still the oppressed heart of the 
nation throbs with a stronger energy at the mention of him, whose name, 
while living, was a talisman of good; and whose spirit ** from his urn” 
shall still * rule”? his country’s destiny. The universal sorrow evoked by 
this sad, though not unlooked for event, from all grades and hues of per- 
sons and opinions, immediately on the close of an acrimonious and highly 
exciting party conflict—a conflict in which the * illustrious dead" per- 
formed no ordinary part—the utter oblivion of all divisions and all 
strifes, in the common desire to pay the last sad tribute of respect to 
the memory of the Hero and the Statesman—all attest, that ANDREW 
Jackson, of all his cotemporaries “ was first in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen.”? The enumeration of those vir- 
tues, and the recital of those deeds which bequeath his name to immortal- 
ity, belong not to this occasion, but are to form the glorious themes, of 
those whose province it shall be to illuminate our Nation’s history. 
Adorning the brightest page of our national glory, and standing side by 
side with those of the Father of His Country, the private virtues and pub- 
jic achievements of this remarkable man, shall tell to those who are to 
succeed him, how a Soldier should conquer, and a Statesman rule—how 
an honest man should live, and a Christian die. In reviewing the event- 
ful life of this disti ,aished citizen, we cannot but be painfully impressed 
with the evanescence of all earthly greatness; while his ealm and Chrit- 
tian exit elevates every reflecting mind, to the contemplation of those 
higher honors, which pass not away! Anprew Jackson is no more!

now frail a memento of departed worth, is the sculptured column, which 
shall rise to prolong his name, yet we have tHe assurance that liis more

The committee on Federal relations, to whom was referred certain 
resolutions from the State of New Hampshire, upon’ the subject of 
British influence’in Texas, and in relation to the settlement of the Ore- 
gon question, have had thé subject under consideration, and have in- 
structed me to report : 

That in the opinion of the committee, the question of territorial 
rights and boundaries is more properly cognizable by the Federal, than 
- State Governments. We thérefore, forbear to make any particular af- 
firmation as to the exact extent of ‘our boundaries; but we feel it'our 
duty at the present juncture of our Foreign affairs, to assure our Na- 
tional Government of our willingness, to ‘sustain it with our men and 
our means in maintaining our just rights, against all encroachments from 
Foreign nations, whenever made, and under whatever pretext. We ad- 
vise peace when it can be had with honor, but leave that question, as 
well as the question relating to our territorial rights to the decision of 
the National councils. 

The committee instructed me to report the following resolutions, and 
recommend their adoption : 

Resolved, First: That Alabama will sustain the Government of the 
United States with all her means in supporting our claim to whatever 
territory may properly belong to the Union, whether derived by treaty, 
purchase, conquest or discovery. 

Resolved, Second: That the Governor be requested to send copies 
of the foregoing report and resolutions to the Governors of the several . 
States, to the President of the United States, and to each of our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in the Congress of the United States.

They consider the safety of the fund as amply 
provided for, and the work to which it is designed to appropriate it as 
fully within the object of the grant, and of great utility to the State. 
The committee cannot too earnestly impress upon the legislature, the 
necessity of. affording every possible encouragement to the efforts of in- 
dividuals to improve the State. Without means of conveyance to mar- 
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ket, a very large.amount of the products of the labour of.onr industri- 
ous and honest yeomanry of North Alabama, is now, and has’ been for 
years, valueless: this work will enable them*to throw it into the. Ala- 
bama.river; and thus, while rendering’ them that aid, ‘which it is but 
justice on the part of the State to grant, ‘will pour upon Middle and 
South Alabama the rich grains of the Tennessee valley im ‘great abin- 
danee—-bringing the citizens of the two extrémes of the State in close 
and more generous correspondence, and strehgthen, while harinoniz- 
ing our commercial, political arid social relations, E ‘

report : 

‘That the amount, of the fund in the aggregate, belonging to the differ- 
ent townships, and the magnitude of the interests involved inits pre- 
servation, have induced them to devote a large share of their attention 
to the snbject. It appears from all the. information to be derived from 
the Bank reports, that there have been deposited in cash

Making in the aggregate, the sum of eight hundred and ninety-three 
thousand, seven hundred and eighty-one dollars and thirteeh cents, 
Which has been received in cash; and the sum of five hundred and fif- 
ty-eight thousand, nine hundred and eighteen dollars and forty-three 
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cents, in notes, Your committee find, by reference to the Bank reports 
made to the last session of the legislature, the amount, reported to have. 
been received in cash, bythe State Bank and Branches, was eight hnn- 
dred and eighty-three thousand, "eighty-eight dollars and fifty-two cents; 
and in notes, six-hundred and twenty-three thousand, njne hundred and 
seventy-five dollars and thirty-fivecents. They alsodliscovera discrepancy 
between the reported amount last year and this, as having beenrreceived 
in cash in the Huntsville Branch, and the State Bahk at 'l'áscaloosa—as 
to the former, the difference is upwards of two thousand, five hundred 
dollars, and near three thousand in the- latter. How the amount of 
cash was diminished, they. have been unable- to ascertain. It will be 
discovered also, that there.is 4 discrepancy between the reports of: the: 
lastand the present year,as to the amount of notes in Bank belongiüg 
to the townships.: This. perhaps has arisen from the rescission of con- 
tracts of purchase, authorized at the last session of the legislature. 
However, no information from the reports on this subject can be ob- 
tained. 

It is well known that the sixteenth section (when not disposed of ) 
in each township in the State, was granted by the Federal Government, 
** to the inhabitants of such township," “for. the use of schools ;" and 
that by the laws of this State, the sixteenth sections were authorized 
to be sold, under certain regulations and restrictions, ** whenever the: 
majority of -the qualified electors in any township” should so order, 
The greater portion of them has thus been sold. It is also well known 
that for several years, (since eighteen hundred and forty) the State 
Bank and its Branches, have been paying on the funds deposited in 
cash, eight per cent. per annum. During the.last year, upwards of six- 
ty thousand dollars were paid in the shape of interest; and during the 
present year, upwards of seventy thousand. if the notes still continue 
to be paid in Bank, of course the annual interest to be paid must in- 
crease; and when ‘tlie whole fund shall have been paid in Bank, the 
annual interest will not be less than one hundred and sixteen thousand 
dollars. As the Banks, by operation of law, have ceased to perform 
the active functions, incident to such institutions, it is apparent, so long 
as the fund remains in Bank, the amount of annual interest paid, is not 
reimbursed from any source. 

It appears to your committee, that i in the disposition to be made of 
this fund, the great object should be its perpetual preservation for the 
purposes intended to be accomplished, in the grant to the township. 
Another very important object, especially in the present condition of our 
financial affairs, is to devise some scheme consistent with its preserva- 
tion, by which the State will be relieved from the payment of the an- 
nual interest, In devising such scheme, your committee have found no 
little difficulty, So many plans have been presented, and so various are 
the opinious expressed on this subject, thata plan-which will harmonize 
the views of all. cannot, perhaps, be discovered. The plan your com- 
mittee present may not do this, and it may fail to accomplish the two 
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qbjects desired. It is earnestly recommended however, that a Spirit of 
conciliation and‘compromise should be manifested, iti order to 3 Arrive at 
any thing'approgching t havmony,” ‘Each cannot carry out: his own pe- 
culiar views. eoa 

In view of a ‘thorough organization, at Some future time, of as stem 
of “common school education," so highly important io thé true interests: 
and happiness, of our “citizens, your committee much regret that there 
was SO ‘great an inequality i in the value of the sixteenth section in each 
township, «Whilst ‘some were worth, arid have been sold for thousands 
of dollars; others were worth little more than a sufficiency to defray ihe 
expenses of a survey and Sale. This great inequality of value, and ‘the 
fact, that the citizens of the rich .ownships, independent of the fund, are 
more able to educate their children than those of the poorer, have in-- 
duced some persons to recommend the amalgamation of the whole into 
one ** common school” fund; to be equitably distributed to each town- 
ship in the State proportionate to its population, However desirable 
this might be, your committee can find no authority for such a course, in 
the actor Congressby which thesixteenth sections were granted to the town. 
ships.. In the act uf Congress, passed March the second, eighteen hundred 
and nineteen, “ To enable the people of the Alabama territory to’form a 
Constitution and State Government, and for the admission of such State 
into the Union, &c." certain propositions were offered, by the Government 
of the United States, to the convention of the people about to -be assem- 
bled ** for*their free acceptance or rejection, which, if accepted bythe 
convention, were to be obligatory on the United States,’’ Amongst 
other propositions, was the one out of which the sixteenth section fund 
has arisen, in the words following: 

“That the section numbered sixteem in every township, when such 
section has been sold, granted or disposed of, other lands equivalent 
thereto, and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabi- 
tants of such township for the use of schools; The convention which 
framed our Constitution, accepted the propositions so offered, with the 
eonditions thereto annexed, in an ordinance, which was declared by said- 
convention to be irrevocable, without the consent of Congress. The, 
equitable title to “the section numbered sixteen in every township- 
(when not, sold, granted or disposed of; and when sold, granted or.dis) 
posed of, other lands equivalent thereto, and most contiguous to the same 
thereby became vested in “the inhabitants” thereof. ‘Fhis being the 
case, itis clear that no act of the Legislature of the State, nor even of Con- 
gress, could constitutionally divert the title from “the inhabitants thereof," 
without their consent. And it is equally clear, that the equitable title to 
the proceds of the sale of said sixteenth section, continues to be ves/ed 
in the inhabitants of each township, and cannot constitutionally be divest- 
ed without their consent. And of course, it follows thatthe whole cannot 
be amalgamated into one common fund, without, sugh consent, Tt is 
idle to suppose that the inhabitants of'a township, whose sixteenth sec- 
tion was rich and has sold for a large sum, would voluntarily consent, 
When every motive of self interest would impelthem toa different 
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course—as idle, as.to suppose the rich. would divide, their propérty, 
voluntarily, with those who had none. Even if it were possible to ob. 
tain the consent of the inhabitants in each townships, still the consent of 
Congess would be requisite. pet , s 

Your committee have devoted no inconsiderable portion of their time 
and attention to the recommendation of his late Excelleney, Governor 
Fitzpatrick, Sto issue State stock, to each township, for the amount of 
funds each mag have deposited in Bank, bearing per, cent. interest 
per annum.” [tis with great hesitation your eommittee would reject any 
maturely considered recommendation, coming from a source, entitled, 
to so much respect and confidence. But after careful examination and 
reflection, your committee feel constrained to differ with his late Excel.! 
lency asto the policy and propriety of such disposition of the sixteenth 
section fund. , It very clearly fails to accomplish one of the two objects 
desired ; that of relieving the State from the payment of the annual inter- 
est. Ifthe State continues to pay as heretofore, this annual interest 'iu 
the course of a few years, (if sound policy does not demand it now) it 
will negessarily have to be raised by a tax. When the Bank assets are - 
exhausted, there will be noother available source of payment. Wittrall 
due confidence in the honesty, ability and patriotism of our people, it 
must not be forgotten, that the annual jnterest on our Bond debt, and the 
sum necessary to defray the annual expenses of the State government, 
amount to within a fraction of six hundred thousand dollars. If to ‘this 
be added one hundred and seventeen thousand dollars the interest on the 
sixteenth section fund, and the eighteen thousand interest on the Uni- 
versity fund, an annual tax of seven. hundred and thirty thousand dol- 
lars would have to be raised. Ata time so unpropitious as the present, 
your committee fear the result of such a policy if adopted. Some other 
plan must then be sought for, which will achieve both the objects. de- 
sired. 

Your committee would call the attention of the House to the propriety 
of establishing a joint stock safety fund Bank, the capital of which to be 
composed of the sixteenth section fund and individual means. The de- 
tails of such an institu:ion will not now be inquired into. Attention is 
called to it now, not so much for the purpose of present adoption, as for 
present reflection and future action. That an institution might be es- 
tablished upon sound principles, which would operate with perfect safety 
to the sixteenth section fund, and with advantage to the interest of the 
State, under such regulations and restrictions, as the experience of the 
commercial world, for the last fifteen years, has shown to be salutary; 
cannot be gninsaid. In several of the northern States, such institutions, 
in which ine common school fund of the States, is placed asa part of the 
capital, exist and operate, with the utmost security to the school fund; 
paying fair annual dividends, and atthe same time, furnishing a sound 
and healthy circulating medium to the community at large. No plan 
yet suggested, seems so well calculated to preserve the sixteenth section 
fund, and at the same time relieve the State from the present burden of 
paying the annual interest. The condition of the fund at present and the 
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prejudice against banking institutions of all kinds, forbid the adoption of 
this plans At some future day, however, they hope. to see this recom- | 
menüation. adopted. E 

‘From the fact that the-sixteenth seotitin fund, evidently belongs’. to the 
separate townships, and they are asking for the control and management 
of it, and from the difficulty of discovering a; better plan ' for present 
adoption, your committee have been iadüced* to recommend that the 
whole fund,as speedily as possible, be withdrawn from the ‘vaults of the 
Banks, and ‘placed in the hands of Commissioners in each township. , A 
bill is herewith submitted and its adoption recommended, which, whilst 
it will relieve the State from the payment of the aniiual interest on 
said fund,*will perhaps more effectually preserve the fund, than any other 
plan, that could be adopted under present circumstances, Objections 
there maybe to it—perfection may: be hoped for, but cannot be reasona- 
bly expected. "Each citizens’ interest and that of his children, being 
involved in the management of the fund, will cause him to watch with 
sedulous care the Commissioners in whose charge it is placed. It. the 
bill, submitted is imperfect, it is hoped the good sense of the House will

The first question which presents itself for consideration, is, vui 
the Legislature has the power to control the sixteenth section fund—or 
Whether the grant of Congress, has placed it beyond the power of the 
State Government. 

In the act of Congress, “ £o enable the people of the Alabama Ter- 
ritory to form a State Government,” ver propositions were “ of-

Jor their free acceptance ar rejection.” The fitst proposition was, | 
« that séction numbered sixteen in every: township, and when such sec. 
tiori has.been sold, granted or disposed of, other lands equivalent there. | 
to, and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants | 
of such townships for the use of schools.” | — , | aus 

‘This proposition was accepted by the convention, “for and ‘in be. | 
half of the people inhabiting this State." In this act of reception the 
State became the trustee of the sixteenth sections; and the funds arising | 
thérefrom, for the people of the State. As trustee therefore, the State | 
has complete power to direct and control the sixteenth section fund so | 
asto promote the best interest of tlie greatest number of. the people | 
of the State, having due regard to the intention and limitations df the | 
grantor. um i i ? | 

- What was the intention of Congress in bestowing upon the people of | 
the State this liberal and noble grant of lands? - : 

‘It was to afford to the people of the State the means of general edu. | 
cation—equal means. None can doubt, but that this was the object | 
and intention of Congress; to have made this grant on other terms, | 
than a just and righteous equality, would have done violence to the | 
spirit of the constitution of the United States; and the acceptauce on | 
the. part of the State, would have violated the provision of her con. | 
stitution, which declares, * that all free men, when they form a social | 
compact, are equal in rights; and that no man or set of men are enti- ] 
tled to exclusive public emoluments or privileges, but in consideration | 
of public services." ; : | 

Under the operation of laws heretofore enacted. by the Legislature | 
for the management and appropriation of the sixteenth sections, and j 
the funds arising therefrom, is it not manifest that the intention of the | 
grautor, has been overlooked or disregarded? Have the people receiv- | 
ed equal benefits from this grant? Is it not true, that the wealthy, or 
those most able to educate their own children, have received the larg- 
est portion of this fund? Does not the operations of existing laws give 
to one class of citizens exclusive public emoluments and privileges ;— 
and do they not tax one portion for the benefit of another portion of the 
people; and thereby, in fact, create an aristocracy of education? 

It is well known that the valuable sixteenth sections are generally 
surrounded by rich and costly lands, which are owned and inhabited 
by men of property ;—while such lands as are valueless, or of but little 
value, are in the midst of poor and cheap lands, settled mainly by the 
poorer classes of the people. Consequently, under our present system, 
the poor are taxed for the benefit of the rich. Surely, Congress never 
could have intended that this rich grant, should have been so adminis- 
tered as to produce such great inequality and injustice. The conclu- 
sion is irresistible, that the State has misapprehended the clear object 
'and intention of the grantor. i i 

From the foregoing considerations, we are constrained to believe that 
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the prime object ef Congress Was, to afford the means of general 
education—and, that itis ‘obligatory upon the Legislature, as trustee, to 
carry out this ‘intention of the grantor, by making the sixteenth section 
fund, one commgn school fund; the benefits of: which, to be distributed 
ona system of just equality to all the people of the State; _ with this 
limitation alone, that the-prineipal ,shall hot be wastyd; but. preserved 
for the use of the present, as well as all futüre generations.

Mr. Speaker—The Committee on the State Bank and Branches, have 
had the sev2ral matters referred to them under. consideration, and bave 
instructed me to make the following report, and to introduce the accom- 
panying bill. . . 
~ The Committee have carefully examined the reports referred to them, 
in order to ascertain the true condition of our banking affairs, and to pre- 
sent a correct statement of the liabilities of the State, and the means of 
discharging them. They have found much difficulty in arriving ata 
probable estimate of the available assets of the Banks, unaided by any 
classification of the debts due them, into good, bad and. doubtful, er valua- 
tion of the property, real and personal, held by them, or explanation of 
several items in the statements of their Cashiers. In. the’ absence of 
such information, the committee have only formed their conclusions after 
frequent consultations and mature.deliberation. They believe, that while 
the net assets of the Banks have been commonly exaggerated, the sums 
necessary to meet the present liabilities of the State have not béen fully 
represented, Qn the one hand, the principal of the State’s debt has 
been overrated, by including the Surplus Revenue of the United States, 
(which ‘will probably- never be called for,J—the Revenue Fund and 
Three per Cent. Fund, (for which the State is both debtor and creditor ;} 
on the other hand, the annual expenditure of the Stale bave been under- 
rated, by overlooking the premium paid for exchange to meet the interest 
on the State Bonds, and the entire expenses of the Banks. The Com- 
mittee discard from their statement of Bank assets many items found in 
the several reporis, whieh they consider nominal or imaginary, rather 
than real or substantial, and calculated to delude and mislead the public 
mind.  . . ‘ 

The Cammittee find the gross amount of liabilities of the State of Ala- 
ma to be-thjrfeen million, six hundred and forty-six thousand, seventy- 
eight hundred dollars, and one cent: and the net amount to be twelve 
million, one hundred and twenty-eight thousand, one hundred and seven

Making their aggregate Current Eepe amount to thirty-five thou- 
snd, nine hundred and ninety-four dollars, and ninety-three cents; 
which, added to the interest paid the State, gives us the sum of six 
hundred and twelve thousand, two ini and eleven dollars, and fifty- 
one cents, annually expended on account of our Banking institutions. 
The sums paid by the Banks to special attorneys and agents, are not in- 
cluded in the current expenses; but would have been stated by the Com- 
mittee, if the reports had enabled them to ascertain the aggregate 
amount. From the data furnished them they infer that the amounts paid 
on this score, greatly swell the expenses of the Banks during the past. 
year. The amount required in support of the State Government, added 
to that expended through the Banks, will -make, in round numbers, at 
least seven hundred and thirty thousand dollars, annually, consumed in pre- 
sent liabilities, without reducing the principal of the debts owing by the 
State. To discharge her pecuniary obligations the Slate relies upon collec- 

| tions fram her Bank debtors, and other assets, real and personal, held by the 
Banks, and upon the revenue derived from taxation. The committee will 
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not encroach upon ‘the province of others, but will confine themselves tg 
the consideration of the means to be derived from ‘our Banks. The

The entire gross assets, “as estimated by the Committee, amount to 
fourteen million, twenty-three thousand, one hundred and thirteen hun- 
dred dollars, and eight cents; which exceeds the aggregate real liabilities 
of the State by near one million, nine hundred thousand dollars.’ But 
what portion of this sum of gross assets will be realized, time only can 
develop. ‘The Committee think the highest amount of the net assets 
to be derived from the Banks, that we can -with any probability antici- 
pate, cannot exceed six million of dollars, The amount of good debt, due 
tne Banks, evidenced by bills and notes, they assume to be five million 
dollars ; which would yield an annual interest at eight per cent. of four 
hundred thousand dollars, Hence, it appears that the interest annually 
accruing on the debts due the State, will fall short of meeting the interest 
annually accruing on the debt she owes, by fully one hundred and, seven- 
ty-six thousand dollars ; and the annual expenditure on account of the 
Banks, by more than two hundred thousand dollars, The deficiency of 
interest due the-State to meet thisannual expenditure will increase with 
the reduction of good debts, as well as the multiplication of bad debts. It 
is manifest, that in progress of time the entire means derived from the 
debtors of the State, must be absorbed in paying the interest due her 
creditors. With such facts confronting them, all must concede the ne- 
cessity of economizing the expenses of Banks, of speedily collecting the 
debts due them, and of reducing the principal of the State’s debts. Such 
were the ends contemplated by the Committee i in preparing the bill here- 
_with submitted. 

The Committee recommend the collection of one half of the debts 
due the Banks by the first of October, eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
‘and the balanee by the first of October, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, 
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They respectfully ‘suggest that-the first of June, is foo early a period for 
enforcing collections. : The planters of North Alabams cannot rely upon’ 
the returns of the proceeds of their crops before the laiter part of summer 
or the beinning of fall. Théy met the requirements of the law of last 
session with ‘bills drawn on their last year’s-crops, which they sold, at 
heavy losses to the ‘Banks of Tennessee. By postponing the collectian of 
the Bank debts until the fall, the State will.gain the additional interest 
fore four months, the debts will be more promptly, paid, and better.

able assets be created a sinking fund, to be applied exclusively to the 
principal of our foreign and domestic debt, and that a tax shall be annu- 
ally levied which shall produce an amount sufficient to pay the interest 
on the residue of said debt, and pay the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment—and that when the assets shall have been all applied, the’ General 
Assembly should increase the taxes, as its wisdom may direct. so as to 
create another sinking fund for the reduction, and ultimate payment of 
the then unpaid balance. 

Upon the calculation that the assets will not be exhaüsted within eigh- 
teen months or two years from the present time, it will be necessary, 
under the policy proposed to raise by taxation, annually, for the present. 
and sucteeding year; about the sum" of five hundred thousand dollars, to 
meet the interest on the balance of seven million, one hundred aad. forty- 
six thousand, seven hundred and sixty-five dollars, and fifty-seven cents, 
and pay the expenses of the State Government. 

Your committee. have taken pains to inquire after publie sentiment in 
relation to our foreign and domestic debt; and they are. happy to ex-, 
press the belief that there is no abatement of the ‘patriotism of the people, 
aor of their wish and determination to redeem the plighted faith and 
eredit of the State. They have borne the heavy assessments of the past 
year without a murmur, and feel that the debts, for the payment of which 
‘hey. must annually be taxed until their extinguishment, were contracted 
upon valuable consideration, and that it woüld be base and dishonorable 
10 repudiate them. We should be proud of such a people! "They are 
invulnerable to the arts of the, demagogue, and beyond the reach of in- 
famous example! They only ask that the assets be collected at an early 
day, and applied to the principal of our, debt;, and we have every confi- 
dence in the opinion that the policy we recommend will- meet their 
approbation, |

Tbe committee deem it proper, and in fact a duty they owe to the 
House, to state the reasons, or at least same of them:that have influenced 
them to this course. Since the establishment of the Penitentiary in this 
State; we regret to say that’ the labor of the convicts has proved to be 
"wholly insufficient for their support and maintenanee,of the institutión, 
as it should be. Your committee are of the opinion that it was not an 
unreasonable anticipation to suppose that convict labor would not only 
have supported itself, but would have by this time paid back some por- 
tion of the appropriations made by the Legislature for its support. That 
during the four years the Penitentiary has been in operation, there Los 
been contributed to its support by legislative appropriations, upwards of 
nabs -two thousand dollars—that, „by the'inspectors report, the necessary 

ropriation for the present year, is estimated at thirteen thousand seven 
neadi dollars. In the present embarrassed condition of our State 
finances, the committee regard it of great importance to adopt that course 
in relation to the future management of the institution as would in their 
opinion have the effect of releasing tbe State from the heavy annual ex- 
penditures now consequent upon the system, without imposing in the 
lightest degree its efficiency as au active agent in the suppression of crime 
and the moral improvement of the citizens. Your committee are satis 
fied that without an entire change in its direction and management, the 
Penitentiary must continue to be for many years a source of great ex- 
pense to the people of the State. And they are also satisfied that by the 
union of individual interest, enterprise, and skill, the labor of the eor 
victs can be so directed and controlled ds to require little else than: 
supervisory charge upon the State. ‘Fhe committee have not the means 
at their command so as to enable them to speak with any degree of cer 
tainty upon the system as introduced in some of the States of. this union, 
but as far as their information extend they believe the system has worke! 
well, and {hat it is now a source of revenue to the Stes which, have 
adopted the system of leasing out the State prisons. .

In examining the relations which exist" be- 
tween husband and wife, and the relative rights and duties of each, it 
will be found that many of these rights and düties dépend upon the 
ong prineiple;to wit—that the husband is entitled to the wife's estate, 
If this principle be" chatiged, corresponding. changes must be made in 
tespect ta other rights and duties now enjoined and protected. Tocar- 
ty out the pringiples embraced in most of the bills submitted lo. your 
committee, a new legal being would be created, not before Known to 
our laws;.and an entire new eodeef laws would have to. he prepared, 
to define the rights, and to protect and guard that being in all her re- 
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-Jatíons—not only with her husband, but with the whole world: to do 
which, will so far infringe upon known established laws, that numan 
; foresight can scarcely provide ‘for all the mischief. : 

Your committee, from the many evils, seen and unseen, which would 
follow a radical change upon this subject, cannot assent thereto, They 
believe the true doctrine to be, so to secure the property of females as 
to prevent poverty and distress, consequent upon the extravagance, 
folly, or misfortune of the husband, and there to stop. Aud they be. 
lieve this can be fully accomplished without materially changing the 
relations of husband and wife, and that without introducing: any new, 
or changing any old rule of law, simply by applying certain establish- 
ed principles to thé property of the wife. 

To aecomplish this, they herewith report a bill as a substitute. to the 
several bills to them submitted.

ty of its onerous burdens, and make it asit might easily be made, the ot- 
nament of our State, and the common blessing of all our people.

tue and intelligence of the people are its chief supports, would be equally - 


and charitable. Asa means of attaining that object, your cam- 
mittee are not prepared to condemn unqalifiedly the policy. of opening 
the portals af University, and affording instruction free of charge to 
to the youth of our State. Yet the financial condition of that institution 
is at the present time so embarrassed by the debt of sixty-four thousand 
dollars due by it to the Bank, that your committee are constrained reluc- 


tantly to report, that it would be inexpedient to legislate upon the sub- - 


ject at the present time. . 

If the reasonable request of the trustees for an equitable settlement of 
the accounts between the State and the University is granted, it is be- 
lieved that much more might be done by that institution in reducing the 
expenses, than can be dong at the present time. It is even thought proba- 
ble that the University might support itself without the assistance of tui- 
tion fees at all, if it were found expedient that it should do so. 

With regard to the-latter of the subjects submitted to them, the com-

The right of establishing a ferry, and of charging toll thereon, is pre- 
sumed when vested in an individual, to have héen granted by the State, 
in view of public convenience. How far the State may go in repeal- 
ing or modifying a charter granted for such an object, it is not the bu- 
siness of the committee to investigate: But certainly the Legislature 
after having conferred the privilege upon a citizen, would not.desire 
capriciously to withdraw it. It would seem that a just confidence in 
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the action of the last General Assembly, as well as the dignity of le- ` 
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gislation EE demands that a repealing power, if admitted at all, 
should be confined to cases where the repeal is required by the i interests 
of the public. No such evidence is before the committee. The sugges- 
tion that the private rights of other persons are in conflict with the 
claims of said Hughes to lands with which tlie ferry is connected, is no 
proof that the charter was improperly granted, or a reason for its re- 
peal. The Legislature by giving such charter could neither take away 
the rights of othersin these lands, or deprive them of the legal redress 
of the competent tribunals. The grant of a ferry like any other au- 
thority given by the Legislature confer nothing more than what inter- . 
vening vested rights of others do not deny. If Mr. Hughes has chosen 
to assert title to the land of others under the authority of the charter in 
question, he has done what the charter has not aüthorized, and which 
no charter of the kind can authorize. Against such illegal assumption, 
the Courts are as open now as before the grant of the charter; and for 
the Legislature to repeal the authority to establisl: a ferry, on the 3ug- 
gestion as to the title of land connected with it, would be to erect the 
General Assembly into a judicial tribuna], and decide the cause on ex 
parte testimony. ' The legislative department has no power to try 
causes between litigating citizens. They must engage in a judicial 
contest where their rights will no doubt be decided according to law, 
on evidence brought forward under legal sanctions, and of which no 
action of the legislative department can deprive them. The committee 
therefore report, that it is not at all expedient or proper to enact the 
proposed law referred to it.

Mr. Kittrell, from the select committee of nine, composed of one from 
each Judicial Circuit in the State made the following report: 

The select committee of nine, composed of ane from each Judicial 
Circuit in the State, to whom was referred the resolution, inquiring into 
he expediency of prohibiting the further intraduction of slaves in the 
State, except by emigrants or actual settlers, have had the same under 
consideration, and instrugted me to submit the following report and bill, 
ad recommend their passage. l NE 

Your committee have given the subject that deep and earnest reflection, 
which its vast importance so justly demanded, and ia view of the evils 
tonnected with the introduction of slaves, by non-resident proprietors, 
lradere, &c., &c., believe that subject is one which imperatively calls for 
prompt and efficient legislation. ph 

Your eommittee have not arrived at this canclusion, without a proper 
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sense of the delicacy of the subject, and a proper view of it in all its bear- 
ings. We have first directed our attention to an examination of the con- 
stitutional question, and find, that the highest judicial tribunals of the 
land have decided, that thé Statesin. which the institution of slavery ex- 
ist, have the exclusive control and management of' said-institution. That 
it is a matter of internal police with those States, and is to be judged of 
by them as a matter of necessity; that is perfectly within the constitu- 
tional competency of such States fo enact such laws, and make such regu- 
lations as they may deem necessary to the proper preservation and direc. 
tion of said institution. 

In fifteenth Peters, page five hundred and eight, Groves, et. al. v, 
Slaughter, we find the following opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
MeLean, to wit: 

“The power over slavery belongs to the States respectively. itis 
Jocal in its character and its effects; and the transfer and sale of slaves 
cannot be separated from this power. It is indeed an essential part of 
it." 

* Each State has a right to protect itself against the avarice and intru- 
sion of the slave dealer. To guard its citizens against the ineonvenien- 
cies and danger of a slave population." mE 

‘¢ The right to exercise this power, is higher and deeper than the Con- 
stitution. The evil involves the property and may endanger the exis- 
tence of a State. Tis power fo guard against, or to remedy the evil, 
rests upon principle of self-preservation: a law vital to every community, 
and especially to a sovereign State." . 

These then being settled constitutional principles, the question, in the 
estimation of your committee, resulves itself into one of expediency, to 
be determined by the necessities of the case, 

We regard not this as a mere question of dollars and cents, as con- 
nected with the raising of revenue, but view it as ode, much wider in ils 
meaning and application. At a time like the present, when a wild spirit 
of fanaticism is abroad in the world, a misdirected philanthropy, at wàr 
with our institutions and seeking to interfere with our nearest and dearest 
rights, we should certainly pursue that course of policy, best caleulated to 
bindthe present slave holding States, as closely as possible, in the common , 
ties of interest and feeling. Your committee think that this can the more | 
surely be effected, by keeping the institution within as many States as 
possible, thereby. maintaining and perpetuating that identity of interest 
and feeling which has hitherto proved a successful barrier against the en- 
eroaehments of abolitionism. The surest means to effect this end, is, by 
wise and prudent police laws, to prevent that rapid influx of slaves into 
our State by traders and non-resident proprietors, which has marked 
the history of the State for the last ten or fifteen years, arid opened on us 
such a tide of moral pestilence and ruin. 

The fact cannot be disguised, :hat the more northern of the slave hold- 
ing States arealready seriously agitating the question of abolishing slavery in 
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those States; Your committee have information from reliable,sources, 
that ia the State of Kentucky this question is infusing itself into their 
elections, and imparting a tinge to their legislation ; and but little doubt is 
entertained, that. in 4 very few years: at farthest, the question will be 
anbmitied to the peaple at the polls, and be decided by them affirmative- 
ly. .We are further informed, that in anticipation of this event, the slave 
owners are preparing 1o send their negroes south for market. à 

Should such a course of policy be decided on, they must find a market 
jn the States of Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas; ; consequently, 
the evils now complained of, and sought to be remedied by proper legis- ~ 
lation, will be largely increased, The concentration of slave labor here, 
within such a small extent of territory; and that too, wholly ia the culti- - 
vation of our great staples, cotton and sugar, whilst it weakens the in- 
stitution by diminishing its area, and subjects us to the i increasing add al- 
arming evils of a superabundant slave population, it at the same time adds 
to the pecuniary distress of the country, by increasing the disproportion 
(already. too great) between fhe production and consumption of our sta- 

les. 

j What has been said of Kentucky is equally true of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, and to some extent we fear, of North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Arkansas, Your committee could show, by faithful statistical facts, (see 
note,) that the proportion in the ralio between the white and slave popu- 
llion in the more northern of our slave States, is rapidly decreasing, 
while it is rapidly increasing in favor of the black population over the 
white in the south-western States, from the rapid influx of slayes from 
various sources. ; l 

By these means, the ties that have hitherto bound the slave States 
together are constantly being weakened, and that identily of interest which 
has hitherto existed, is being lost; and soon, under this system, of things we 
will find ourselves estranged from our sister slave States, deprived of 
their aid ond counsel in the hour of danger, and our own peace continual- 
ly threatened, and prosperity retarded by the inconveniences and dangers 
of a redundant slave population. For any encouragement of a palicy on 
our part, either directly, or indirectly, by which the abolition ef slavery 
may be promoted in the more northern of the slave States, will certainly 
have a tendency to weaken our institutions, and wil! be hailed as ati- 
umph by its enemies; while it adds new strengih to that wild and reck- 
less spirit of fanaticism, which must be regarded as the greatest enemy to 
the continuance of our peace as a people, and our Union as States. 

Your committee have-dwelt on this point, believing it to be ene enti- 
tled, not only to great weight with, but to the serious attention of your 
honorable body; and if this view of the matter be correct, it seems to be 
one of those questions of obvious propriety that will scarcely admit of a 
doubt, that we should protect ourselves against this state of things by 
efficient and wholsome municipal regulations: 

But should this prove a mistaken view of the subject, we are of the 
opinion, that the evils as they exist at present, are of sufficient magnitude 
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to demand corrective legislation. ^ Experience has pretty well established 
the fact, that the "value of: an artiele, is regulated principally. by. the de. 
mand for the article: indeed this may. be regarded as a fixed principle of 
political economy. The melancholy experience of the south has fully 
attested the fact, too, that the production of our great staples is annually: 
much greater (han the consumption. Mast it not be obvious then, that 
the large and constant transfer of slave labor, from the grain and tobacco 
growing regions, to the sugar and cotton regions, myst still further in- 
crease the disproportion in the production and consumption of our staples; 
consequently diminish their value and add to the pecuniary embarrass. 
ments of the State. Thus ina financial point of view, legislation would 
seem to be demanded. Your committee will not attempt to meet the 
argument by which they may be assailed here, but will reserve that task 
for another and more appropriate time. 

We are of the opinion, that there are circumstances connected 
with the immediate traffick in slaves itself, which furnish strong argu. 
ments in favor of legislative interference. Individuals engaged in 
that traffic, generally have but little regard Tor the character of the slaves 
which they buy for market, but purchase those which they can get cheap- 
est. The prison houses and jails of Maryland, Virginia and North 
Carolina, often furnish the slaves introduced amongst us from this source, 
The consequences is, a spirit of dissatisfaction and insubordination is en- 
gendered and kept up amongst our slaves, who otherwise are comparative- 
ly happy and contented. A more rigid system of discipline is thereby 
rendered “.2cessary, and those plans of Christian benevolence and enter- 
prise, instituted for the melioration of their condition, are paralyzed to a 
great exteni, if not whally defeated, 

The last, though not the least of the evils complained of, and sought to 
be remedied by legislation, are those consequent on the introduction -of 
slaves, and the settling of large farms by nen resident  proprielors, 
Whilst there is some difference of opinion with your Committee, in re- 
gard to the propriety of totally inhibiting the introduction of slaves into 
the State, yet they are unanimous in the opinion, that your hanorable 
body should ‘provide some remedy for the grievances inflicted on the 
State, by the settlement of : large negro quarters amongst us, by individ- 
uals residing in other States. l 

Such persons enjoy, ia our estimation, à monopoly of privilege contra- 
ry to the spirit and genius of- our institutions, Under this system of 
things, large amounts of our staple are annually made, and carried to Mo- 
bile and New York, and other plaees, and sold, the proceeds of which 
are expended in other States, to build up aud improve, and beautify those- 
States, and add to their comfort and wealth; whilst the non resident en- 
joys an exemption from the performance of either civil or military duty 
in our State, and from most of the burthens imposed on the citizens of 
the State, The zegis of our jaws is thrown around his property; our | 
own citizens are required to patrol their farms and protect their property, 
whilst they are remote from the dangers and inconveniences incident to 
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this kind of population. ‘The only thing they give us in return, (save 
the bare per capitum tax ott'their ‘negroes, ‘anil tax on: their Jand,) is, an 
impoverished soil, with the very foundatiotis of society broken up, by 
converting the rich portions of: our State into one unbroken negro quarter. 


Men of moderaté estate, who are générally our best citizens, being sur- - 


rounded by these wealthy. non-residents, are forced to sell their property 
at a sacrifice, and are thus driven from our borders, to, seek a position 
elsewhere, free from those inconveniences and dangers. The rapid in- 
crease of the slave population over the white, in many of the counties of 
the State, will attest the fact. In the county of Marengo, it is already 
double, and nearly so in many other counties. That kind of populatiun 
has already doubled itself in ten years in our State, and if the present 
tide of negro emigration into the State is not arrested, in another decade, 
we will present the spectacle of a State having a black- population double 
that of the white. ‘These being facts, it forces the subject on our atten- 
tion in another important point of view, namely, the danger of servile in- 
surreetion. Though we are much disposed to view dangers at- a distance 
with indifference, yet we should not close our eyes to the probability of 
such añ oecurrence, The history of this institution in other countries is 
pregnant with warning tous. There are elements at work amongst us, 
aided by the abolitionists at the North, which, if not prevented by wise 
ard timely police laws, may produce scenes here, the bare thought of 
which, is revolting to the human feelings. “With these facts staring us in 
the face, your Committee would ask, can your honorable body hesitate 
asto the line of policy necessary to be pursued ? They think not, We 
think the question of taxation of but little moment, nay, sinks into noth- 
ingness, when contrasted with the evils aforementioned, as growing ouf 
of the introduction of slaves into our State’; and which in our opinion, 
will increase, until scenes are enaeted here revolting to humanity, and.de- 
structive entirely of our peace and prosperity as a State. : 

Your Committee are therefore of opinion, that philanthropy and patrio- 
tism, alike demand at the handsof the Legislature prompt and „efficient 
legislation, whereby present evils may be corrected, and future ones 
avoided, They, therefore have instructed me to report the following 
bill, and recommend its passage.

“In thirteen edum- 
lies in South Alabama, the slave population exceeds the white,'and in the 
counties of Greene, Marengo and Dallas, the slave population is more 
than double that of the white. The three last named counties, with Wil- 
cox, Montgomery, and Sumter added, have g white population of sixty- 


one thousand, and seventy-\hree, and ag slave population of, one , 
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bundred and:twenty thousand, five. hundred and fifty-two, agreeable to 
the census of eighteen hundred and forty-four.” 
_ Ordered, that the report be laid on the table, and that one. ‘hundred 
aad- thirty-three copies of the report be printed.

AFTERNOON SESSION, January 22, 1846. 


House met pursuant to adjournment, 

Mr. Norman, from the committee on education, made the following 
report— . T s 

The committee on education to whom were referred, the annual re- 
port of the Trustees of the University, and the statement and memori- 
al, prepared by Col. Frank Bugbee, under the appointment and in be- 
half of the Trustees of the University, have given the subjects referred 
them that calm aud deliberate consideration which their importance, 
and the interest iuvolved in them demanded. 

From the annual report of the Trustees, the coinmittee find that the 
income of the University during the past year, including interest on 
the University fund, rents, and tuition fees, amounted to (weuty-two 
thousand, two hundred and sixty-seven dollars, which added to the sur- 
plus on hand at the commencement of last year, say eleven thousand, 
. five hundred and fifty-three dollars and one cent, makes the sum of 
thirty-three thousand, eight hundred and twenty dollars and one eent. 

“The current expenses of the University for the last year amounted 
to sixtéen thousand, five hundred and, seventeen dollars and eighty- 
four eents. The Trustees paid during the past year on the debt due the 
State Bank, the sum of nine thousand dollars, which adde4 to the cur- 
rent expeuses makes the sum of twenty-five thousand, five hundred ard 
seventeen dollars and eighty-four cents. 

This sum taken from the aggregate amount of means at the disposal 
of the Trustees, leaves a balance of eight thousand, three hundred aud 
two dollars and seventeen cents, unexpended; and which will under 
the standing regulations’ of the Board of Trustees be applied to the 
payment of the debt due the State Bank. 

'l'o meet as far as practicable the great puposes for which the Univer- 
sity was established, * to enlarge the sphere of its usefulness, and to di- 
rect its beneficial influences to the active pursuits of our people,” the 
'Trustees at their recent session enlarged and extended the course of in- 
struction in the department of Chemistry, Mineralogy and Geology, so 
as to embrace Agricultural Chemistry. The committee deem this as 
an important step, for as the Trustees very justly remark, “ the science 
which discovers and illustrates the nature and composition of the vari- 
ous Soils, their relations to each other, and the uses and proper adapta- 
tiou ofthe different manures, cannot be otherwise than closely connect- 
ed with the prosperity of a people almost wholly agricultural." 

The Trustees at their late session, appointed to the Chair of English 
Literature and Elocution, (vacated by the death o£ Professor Sims,) the 
Rev. George F. Pierce, of, Georgia, an eloquent divine of the Metho- 
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dist Church. They also created a Law Professorship connected with . 
the University ; and appointed to that Chair, Hon. B. F. Porter. 

Whilst the Trustees seem thus to be zealously engaged in the noble 
enterprise of making the Institution what it ought to be, and what its 
friends fondly hoped it will be, in truth and in fact, the UNIVERSITY or 
ALABAMA—EIhe great centre of Science and Literature—the fountain 
of knowledge and mental improvement, from which shall annually 
flow out those streams of cultivated and elevated intellect which are to 
be at once the pride and glory, as well as the bulwark and defence of 
our country and our liberties—the committee can but regret that there 
hangs over the University a heavy debt, crippling all its energies and 
impending its onward march to usefulness and distinction. Many caus- 


es have conspired to produce this unfortunate and most embarrassing - 


situation of affairs While the committee are free to admit that other 
causes may have operated to produce this result, yet they are constrain- 
ed, by the facts and figures presented to their consideration in the me- 
morial, to believe that unwise and ill-advised legislation on the part of 
the State, has been the main and most potent cause of the difliculties 
that now surround the University. 

The State early assumed the guardianship, care and control of the 
munificent grant of lands, which was limited to the sole purpose of a 
Seminary of learning. Had those lands been wisely and prudently 
managed, or had their proceeds been carefully and faitbfully husband-. 
ed, the University fund atthis day might have been worth nearly a 
million of dollars. 


The memorial estimates the loss to the University fund, growing out ~ 


of the legislation of the State, in regard to the sales of land alone, at 
oue hundred aud forty-four thousand dollars. Ft is further shown in 
the memorial, that large sums of the funds of the University have re- 
mained in the State Bank, for a. considerable time, upon which no in- 
terest was allowed. It is also shown, that while the Bank was deelar- 
jug and carrying to the credit of other funds, large dividends, there was 
allowed and carried to the credit of the Ufvereny only six per cent. 

upon the amount of its funds. 

The State having assumed the character of a trustee, and having sol- 
emnly enacted that the fund should never be diminished, is bound in the 
opinion of the committee, to preserve sacredly the trust fund unimpaired, 
ind to apply it serupulously as designated in the original grant. to the 
sole purpose of a seminary of learning. The memorial asserts, that 
could the University sue the State, and compel her to an equitable set- 
lement in à court of Chancery, the balance would be laigely against 
the State. But this cannot be done; aie State is a sovereignty, and 
will not be sued. 

The Trustees of the University ask that the debt due the State Bank, 
or seemingly due the Bank, by the University, may be cancelled ; and- 
that the payment of the annually aecruing interest upon the Universi- 
ty fund may be trausferred from the Bank to the Tiensury 3 » 
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- In view of the equity of their cause, and in behalf of the great and 
important interests of education, the trustees appeal to the magnanim- 
ity; the justice, and the patriotism of the Legislature to unite the fetters 
that bind them—to release them from the embarrassments that sur-, 
round them—and to enable them ta meet the wants and just expecta- 
tions of the country, by placing the University upon that elevated | 
ground which it should eceupy ; and thus opening up a great fountain 
of Literature and Scienee, te whieh all may come and drink, and be 
satished,:  . - 

"The committee have instrueted me to report the accompanying bill, 
and recommend its passage.

The joint committee, appointed to examine the offices of the Comp- 
troller of Publie Accounts and State Treasurer, have performed that du- 
ty, anid instructed me to report, that they commeneed their examination 
with the twenty-seventh day of November, eighteen hundred and forty- 
` four, to which date said offices were examined, as appears from the re- 
port of the committee appointed at the lastsession of the Legislature, 
and continued to the end of the fiscal year, which closed on the twenty- 
sixth day of November, eighteen hundred and. forty-five. 

Your committee eompared the vouchers with the books in the Comp- 
troller's office; also ali the warrants and vouchers in the Treasurer’s of- 
fice, with the books kept by him, and then' examined the extensions and 
additions, and compared the two sets ef books, Allof which were found 
to agree with eatire accuraey. 

Also compared corresponding entries on the books with the varjous 
appropriations, and feund all correctly paid and entered. 

They then compared the results of their examination with the annu:l 
reports made to the General Assembly from both offices, and ascertained 
that they eontained cortect statements. of all the receipts and disburse- 
ments, and balances of the different funds in the Treasury. All. of which 
were deposited in the Bank of the State, as appears from an examina- 
tion of the Bank book of the Treasurer. 

The committee, on reviewing their investigation, feel it to be their 
duty, as well as their pleasure, to bear their testimony to the correct per- 
formance of their duties on the part of. ihe officers. We have found

Mr. Owen, from the select committee, consisting of the representatives 
from Randolph, Cherokee and Benton, to whom was referred a petition 
praying the establishment of a new county, from a portion of the territory 
of the eastern part of Benton, and the northern part of Randolph coun- 
ties—reported, that they have given the subject thus submitted to them, 
acalm and careful consideration; such a consideration as their sense of 
public duty as well as the number and respectability of the petitioners 
has impelled the committee to give the subject. According to the consti- 
tution of the State of Alabama, no county can be created with less than 
nine hundred-square miles. By recourse to the best sources of informa- 
tion attainable, your committee find that the county of Randolph contains 
about nine hundred and seventy-two square miles, and hes consequently 
only seventy-two square miles to spare. Benton does not contain more 


than eleven hundred and sixty square miles, probably not so much. Ben- | 


ton therefore could not spare exceeding two hundred and sixty square 
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miles. To take off more than seventy-two square miles from Randolph 
and more than two hundred and sixty from Benton, would terminate their 
constitutional existence. Hence three hundred and thirty two -square 
miles is all-that could: be obtained from Randolph and Benton; which 
but little more than one third of the territory necessary to make a con- 
stitutional county. Itisthus seen, that the establishment of a county. 
composed of portions of Randolph and Benton, is utterly impracticable. 
But your committee, from a careful examination of the petition, think it 
probable that in the event the surplus territory of Benton and Randolph, 
should be insufficient to make a constitutional county, the petitioners de- 
sired an inquiry to be made into the expediency of making up the neces- 
sary territory, by cutting off large portions from Benton and Randolph, 
and making up the deficiency of those counties by adding to them parts 
of Cherokee and Chambers. . 
Your committee have also considered the subject in this last aspeet, and. 


‘they submit the following faets which will show that such a plan is not 


feasible. -Chambers contains scarcely nine hundred square miles, and 
has therefore none to spare. Cherokee contains only nine hundred and 
twenty square miles, and has therefore but twenty to spare; add three 
hundred and thirty-two square miles (the amount of surplus territory. 
in Randolph and Benton) to the square miles which Cherokee ean spare, 
and it will be seen that all the territory (above their constitutional limits) 
contained in the counties of Chambers, Randolph, Cherokee and Ben- 
ton, amounts to only three hundred and fifty-two square miles—not half 
enough to make a county, The facts above stated by your committee, 
prove beyond question, the impossibility of establishing a new eounty 
so as to relieve the petitioners from the difficulties incident to their re- 
mote residence from their county seat without annihilating Benton or 
Randolph county. Indeed your committee have thought it probable, 
that the petitioners desired an inquiry in the expediency of cutting Ran- 
dolph into two parts, and adding on part of Chambers and the other fo 
the territory which Benton couid spare, and thus make a new county. 
The committee have instructed me to report— 

That in their opinion, such a measure would be impraetieable and 
unjust. It would make Chambers, already the most populous eounty 
in the State, too large. That county already, has four Represesenta- 
tives and a Senator. Increase her territory, and that eounty would 
be entitled to at least five Represeutatives and a Senator, which would 
give to one county an undue weight in the Legislature of the State. 
Such a measure, would also have the effect of removing a part of the 
people who would fall in Chambers at a greater distance from their 
Court house than are the petitioners. It would also give rise to the in- 
evitable necessity of changing the location of the Court houses of Cham- 
bers and Randolph counties—of throwing away the present valuable 
public buildings, and taxing the people to build new ones. Besides, 
such a measure would bring about an unequal and unfair distribution 


of the burdens of paying the debt of Randolph county. 
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Your committee further report, that the representatives of Cham- 
ers and Randolph counties and (as they aver,) their constituents would 
be most violently opposed to sueh a measure. For the reasons above 
stated, your committee report that it would be inexpedient to legislate 
on the subject. ^ P

The committee on Federal relations, to was referred a joint resolution 
of the State of Indiana, on the subject of repudiating the State debts, 
have had the same. under consideration, and have instructed me to report: 

That the committee regard with detestation and abhorrence, the odious 
principle by whatever named called,.and from whatever. quarter pro- 
mulgated, that a State may repudiate its debts and-vancel its liabilities by 
a mere refusal on the part of its Legislature to recognize the validity of 
the lawful claims of it creditors, or to provide: for their punctual. dis- 
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charge at the period of their maturity, - States.are recognized, in the in- 
ternational code of modern times, as.moral personages, possessing under« 
standing, a will, and other attributes of individual personality, necessary 
to enable them to dicharge their high duties and vast responsibilities, 
Con$picuous; among these attributes for its importance, and familiar from 
the frequency of its exhibition, is the eapacity of contracting debts for 
publie purposes. “The evidence of the exercise of this attribute of sover- 
eignty is, jn most countries, the State seal affixed (o, and authentica- 
ting, the muniments of the creditors claims; the pledges of the inviolable 
observance of the duty of discharging those claims with punctuality, are 
the plighted faith and honor of the State; the only reliable resource, under 
every emergency, for funds to meet them, ia the property of the citizens 
drawn into the publie coffers by taxation. These are plain and univer- 
sally recognized axioms of political science. No argument, no plea of 
necessity, no’ admitted principle of common honesty can justify a de- 
parture from (he principle, that States are bound, like individuals, to pay. 
their debts, The urgent necessity of the State, growing out of an ex- 
hausted or embarrassed exchequer, may,, indeed, mitigate the censure 
due to even a temporary failure to meet the claims of the publie credit- 
ors, but cannot fully justify the delinquency, much less authorize. a dis- 
charge from the duty of paying the debts themselves. That obligation 
subsists in undiminished vigor, amid every vicissitude of national fortunes, 
The debt of the State contracted with its own citizens or with foreign 
creditors, is the debt, not only of the State itself, but of each individual 
citizen, to the full extent of his private property, If he did not himself 
sign and seal the bands,*his lawful agents did it for him; and. hence, not 
only the public property of the State; but the private property of all its 
citizens. is, on the principles of universal law and justice, to be regarded 
as sacredly pledged for the paymentof the public debts, and liable to 
respond to all lawful demands of the public creditors, 

The committee cannot contemplate with indifference or pass over in 
silence, the Jong train of evils attendant on a repudiation by a State, of 
her honest debts. To enumerate them jn. detail, would extend this rẹ- 
port far beyond its intended and praper dimensions The committee 
will, therefore confine themselves to the gonsidération. of those of a 
prominent gharacter, and will, for the sake of, brévity and perspicuity: 
classify them under two denominations, thase which affect the State con- - 
sidered as a member of the great family of nations, and those which af- 
feet it, eonsidered as a political sovereignty owing duties to its own im- 
mediate citizens, . el oe ud : 

The evils of repudiation, which belong to the former elass, are nume-. 
rousand aggravated. The refusal to recognize. her great. seal, when 
used by her lawful agents, ag the sufficient evidence of ber obligation to 
ratify and confirm their acts, strikes the State ut once from the sister- 
hood of honest vatiang, and sinks her downto the rank of a culprit,.en- 
Joying impunity from merited punishment, only. through the dignity- 
Which she hag sullied,-and: the. severeignty, which she has:abused. No 
ptosgeution may he instituted, against her at the bar.of a criminal. court. 
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but she will be arraigned before a tribunal, far more august and.imposing. 
The world itself will be her aceuser—the moral sense of mankind will'be 
her judge; and posterity will regard, as a beacon and a warning, the ver- 
dict of her merited condémnation. S. 

‘Repndiation entailsupon the citizens of a State, which hastreserted to 
it, a reproach and a shame which follow them, to every land and make 
them feel there, in all its intensity, that memorable curse ‘denounced by 
the prophet of God, against the ‘apostate people of his choice, “a trem- 
bling heart, and falling of eyes, and sorrow of mind." l 

{t weakens the arm of the publie defence, by palsying the energy of 
the public will, which is to direct and wield itin the hour of danger. ` 

It-paralyses the enterprise of a State by destroying her foreign credit, 
and thus exhausting resources which might be made available to stimulate 
the industry, and reward the labor of her citizens. 

It destroys the confidence and respect of other nations for the State, by 
impairing those high muniments of her respectability: her faith and honor. 

It retards the advance of liberal political principles in the world, by 
coupling the idea of republicanism, with that of national perfidy and dis- 
honor. i ' 

And finally, repudiation operates as a moral leprosy upon the present, 
aod descends a load of shame to future generations, leaving them to doubt, 
whether the value of the legacy of freedom which they have inherited, be 
not more than counterbalanced by the infamy which encircles it. ` 

When the committee turn from the contemplation of these evils fo the 
consideration of those of the second class above.a]luded to, their attention 
is first arrested by the fact, that the repudiation of her debts by the State, 
strikes a blow at the foundation of publie morals, and becomes a potent 
example to encourage infidelity in the discharge of private obligations 
"between man and man, Individuals imitate the vices more readily than 
they practice the virtues of their rulers, History abounds with .number- 
less illustrations of the influences of publie examples on private morals. 
In monarchies the profligacy of the great, corrupts alike the courtier and 
the subject. In despotisms the cruelty of the tyrant is reproduced in the 
sanguinary feuds and remorseless tempers of his vassale, But in a goveru- 
ment like ours, where the whole fabric of the constitution rests upon the 
doctrine of the sovereignty of the people, this reflex action of public ex- 
ample on private-morals is stimulated into greater power, and its impulses 
are readily and speedily transmitted to the remotest extremities of the body 
politie, Hence, to elevate and purify-the standard of private morals, to 
encourage virtue among her citizens, and impart a healthful end vigo- 
rous vitality to the public will, the State should preserve a blameless faith, 
a spotless honor, and an untarnished fame, in the eyes of all her citizens. 
Like Cesar's wife, she should not only be above reproach, but above 
suspicion.  . NS : : ` 

- Repudiation weakens the domestic authority of a. State in the admin- 
istration of its. municipal codé amórig its citizens. “Men submit with Fev, 
luetance to-the control of an authority whieti holds-the scales ‘of justice 
with a guiltyshand, - It is a confidence inthe virtue of. hijs government 
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that attaches the citizen to it; ania reliance on-it8 justice in the protec- 
tion of his rights that etimulates-him to respect and obey its’ laws. De- 
stroy that confidence by an aet of publie perfidy, and the strong moral 
ligaments “which bind the citizen to the government are sundered; and 
distrust, insubordination, and even rebellion against the authority which 
he has ceased to respect, may ensue. ` i 

Nor can the'State, which commits a breach of her plighted faith, avail 
herself of tbe capital of her citizens in the development of her resour- 
ces and the prosecution of her plans of internal improvement. Capital - 
ists wiH refuse to lend their money to a State which has repudiated her 
debts, Thus her domestic credit will perish, and the surplus capital of 
her citizens will seek the channels of private enterprise at home, or find 
a safe investment abroad. . 

' Repudiation, deliberately adopted, sanctioned and persevered in, by a 
State, will drive nambersof her high-minded and honorable citizens from 
ber borders. Such an sét of public'dishonor contaminates the moral at- 
mosphere of a State, Men of quick moral sensibilities will seek, in 

‘other regions, a more. congenial place of residence. They will prefer to 
live and rear their families ina State, where better securities for proper- 
ty exist, and where the melancholy spectacle is not exhibited, of a peo- 
ple teaching one code of morals in the pulpit and school house, and pro- 
mulgating another and widely different one, from the halls of legisla- 
tion, - “ 

In a government like ours, repudiation is an act of treason against the 
State, and those who uphold it ought to be regarded ag in an attitude of 
open rebellion against the Jaws of their country. For here the arm of 
authority is not upheld by force, but derives its vigor from the public 
will and the law, its respectability from the publie virtue. Destroy these 
sanctions, and what remains to enforce the establishments of law, ta re- 
spect the inviolability of contracts, or to guard the dearest rights of the ~ 
citizen ? ` The substance of the constitution perishes with the fall of the 
pillars which support its fabric, and only its empty forms remain. 

Indeed, the committee believe, that toja free State, repudiation isan evil 
far more terrible than even war with all its aggravated horrors. In the 
struggle with a foreign fue, the patriotism of the citizen is stimulated, 
and there are deeds of heroism to adorn the domestic annals, ‘The pilla- 

ged city may rise from its ruins, and the desolated plains may smile again 
beneath the solicitations of patient industry and the favor of benignant 
heaven. But let repudiation come, and the moral desolation which suc- 
ceeds, has nothing to mitigate its horrors. For that brightens no page of 
the domestic history of a State, but darkens the annals of her past career, 
and throws a shadow. upon the path of her future destiny. Her plighted 
faith and her publie honor, once lost, are lost forever. 

Ta all these evils, add the considerations, that national prosperity and 
injustice ean never co-exist among any people, that the sense of humili- 
ation and shame, consequent on the fact of being the resident of a State 
delinquent in the discharge ot her pecuniary obligations, will not only 
drive: many honorable men from the State, but prevent the immigration of 
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a virtuous population from abroad, and that the fruits of repudiation can 
be but temporary, at best; the enraged. moral sense of mankind ensuring 


` and compelling a return of the guilty State to the path of duty ; and it 


follows that the rashness and danger of repudiation can be equalled only 
by its absurdity and folly. " ; an 

Deeply impressed with the number and magnitude of the evils which 
they have detailed above, the committee can but express the belief, that 
the greatest burthens of taxation, imposed to meet the public liabilities 
and to preserve the publie faith, ate eomparatively light and trivial, when 
eompared with the vast load of guilt and shame which a Stale assumes 
in the act of refusing to recognize her publie seal asthe inviolable guar- 
anty of the payment of her public debt, Nor can the committee forbear 
the expression of a fervent wish and an abiding confidence, that a doc- 
trine, so fraught with peril, and so pregnant with dishonor, will never 
obtain a sanction in the State of Alabama. She is the State of our choice, 
and we love her too dearly to contemplate, without shuddering and hor- 
ror, even in the dim and distant perspective, the prospect of her ultimate 
dishonor, by the refusal to pay her publie debts. . Nature has given her 
a genial elimate and a fertile soil. A thriving and vigorous population’ 
dwells within her borders. In her mountains there is richness, andin 
her vallies there is fatness and abundanee. The dawn of her future ispro- 
phetie of greatness and renown, The depression of the price of her 
great staple in the markets of the world, and the failure of her banking 
institutions, have entailed an onerous burthen on her for the present. 
But with resources and a population like hers, it would be madness for 
her legislators to entertain, for a moment, the criminal idea of cancelling 
her debts, by affixing a foul spot upon her hitherto unsullied escutcheon. 
Should they, in a moment of forgetfulness, abandon their duty of main- 
taining the public faith inviolate, and preserving the publie honor untar- 
nished, the majesty of an indignant and virtuous publie spirit among 
their canstituents, will rebuke the treason and drive the traitors from the 
publie counsels. No! Alabama knows her. interest too well not, to re- 
cognize the inseparable connexion between it and a faithful discharge of 
her duty. She borrowed the money which created her public debt, of 
those who confided in her honor ; her broad seal is affixed to the contract, 
and be the burthen of discharging it, what.it may, she is resolved that 
no citizen of hers shall have the finger of indignant scorn pointed at him 
in the thoroughfares of the world, accompanied by the withering taunt— 
THERE GOES THE CITIZEN OF A REPUDIATING STATE!! . 

Believing that in this report they have embodied an expression of the 
public feeling of the State, on the subject to. which it relates, the com- 
mittee have instructed me to report the following joint resolution, and 
recofnmend its passage ; l 

Sec. 1. Be it resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Siate af Alabama in General Assembly convened, That Ala- 
bama recognizes her public seal, when used by her lawful agents,’ as the 
sufficient evidence of her obligation to ratify, confirm’ and make good 
their acts; that with her money. and her blood she-is prepared to mains

tain itunsullied ; that she utterly abhors,.denounces,. and condemns the 
policy of repudiating State debts; and that she will regard any State 
which adopts and perseveres in that policy, as having forfeited her sja- 
tion in the sisterhood of States, and as being no longer worthy of her 
confidence and respect. 

Sec. 2. Beit further resolved, That his Excellency the Governor, 
be requested to transmit copies of this joint resolution to the Governors 
of each of the several States, with a request that he will cause the same 
to be laid before the Legislature thereof.

3. The annual report of the Adjutant General shows, that a larger ^ 
nümber of arms have been received by the State, than are accounted for, 
previous ta the appointment of the present incumbent, and there are no 
returns or vouchers, showing what has become of them. This exhibits 
in strong light, the necessity of more care in the distribution of these 
arms, if not more legislation. 

4. The public arms are now deposited at Tuscaloosa, The committee 
are impressed with the belief, that safety of the arms, convenience and 
economy, all demand the removal of the arms to the United States 
Arsenal at Mount Vernon. The arms can be kept there at much less 
expense, and better order. Besides, the arms wouid be at a much more 
aecessible point. — Should the arms be wanted in the eastern part of the 
State, it would be necessary to ship from Tuscaloosa, down to the South- 
ern part of the State, and thence to the east. This would be a circuit- 
ous and-expénsive route. But the point proposed is accessible at all 
times, and the arms could thenée be shipped to any required point. It 
is too evident; to need illustration, that if arms are wanted at all, they 
will be in the southern part of the State.

To the the House of Representatives: i 
Gentlemen—After deliberate consideration of the bill entitled. “an 
act for the relief of Levi Peters and Harriet Peters," I return it to the 
House of Representatives, in which it originated, with my objections 
to it. 
` The first section of the bill legalizes the marriage of the persons, 
mentioned in the bill. 
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The second section of the bil ies that the said parties, be ‘reliev- 
ed from all the pains and penalties heretofore incurred by them, under 
the laws against bigamy and adultery—the first ef which offences is 
declared by law to be, a felony, and is punished by confinement in the 
Penitentiary, not Jess than two years, nòr more than five years The 
second offence (adultery) is declared to bea misdemeanor., and punish- 
ed by a ‘fine, not less than one hundred dollars, and TODIISORER at the 
discretion of the Court, not exceeding six months. 

I am satisfied from an examination of the subject that the jets 
lative department of the Government, has not the power, under the con- 


. stitution, to pass the bill under consideration: The powers of the 


Government are divided into three. distinct departments—the Legisla- 
tive—the Executive—and the Judicial—each of which, is confided to a 
separate body of magistracy ; aud it is expressly declared by the con- 
stitution, that “no person or collection of persons being of one of those 
departments, shall exercise any pawer properly belonging , to. either of 
the others, &c.? . 

The coristitution clearly contemplates, that every offence against the 
laws, shall be investigated by the judicial department of the Govern- 
ment—and it secures to the offender, the most careful, deliberate, arid 
impartial investigation, before his guilt is declared.” 

: The constitution invests the Executive department of the Govern- 
ment, with authority to relieve the offenders from punishment after 
the guilt has been legally ascertained, and the penalty of the law incur- 
red—it makes no provision for a pardon before the conviction—-thé as; 
sumption of such an authority by the’ legislative department, is un- 
warranted by the constitution, and must be followed by the most mis- 
ehievous consequences. The benefit sought by the framers of the con- 
stitution, iu the division of the Government into separate and indepen- 
dent branches, will be utterly lost—the law-making power will thus 
usurp the functions committed to the Executive and Judicial depart- 
meuts. 

The policy of the laws with which the bill dager consideration dis- 
penses, does not arise in this discussion. - I may, remark however, that, 
our code has never been without a provision denouncing a penalty up- 
on any one guilty of either of the offences mentioned ; and it would be 
a serious reflection upon the community in which we live, to suppose | 
itever will. If thelaws which punish these offences, are proper to be 
retained upon our statute book, it is equally proper that every individ- 
wal of the: State should be affected by them alike. If there is any 
ground for the discrimination between these persons, and other citizens 
of the State, it is not stated in the bill. There is no explanation afford- 
ed for the immunity granted to them, and denied to the remainder of 
the commiunity. 

I now return the bill to you, and respectfully present to you my ob- 
jections to its passage, for your consideration and judgment. —

His cotton crop annual] y for the last few years; they are informed 
by one of the witnesses has not'been less:than four hunded bales. — . - 

"The.extraet of the deed of trast bereto attaehed, shows that ona, fail-. 
ure to make payment of either of the notes, the trustee. was authorized 
and required to take possession of all the property conveyed thereby, and 
sell at publie or private sale, &c, H will be seen from the facts above 
stated, that there was a failure’ to pay'fully the second mote, which fell 
due in June of last year. The Bank, or rather the trusfee had the un- 
questioned right, at the time of the compromise, to take possession of 
of all the property conveyed by thé deed, and to sell, &e. 

The board assign as one reason, for thé compromise made 6n the 
füfteenth - inst, as is showa by ad extract from the minutes; (which is’ 
hereto attached, and asked to bé taken as a part of this'repart) that “ said. 
debt is one of those old cotton transaetions,'that gentlemen-of -legal at- 
tainments have had some doubts of tlie “ultimate recovery.”? This 
reason is wholly unfepable. It is siown.'above, that in eighteen: hundred 
and forty-two, a compromise between the Bank and Whiteliead, was 
made about these “cottan transactions;” after all the facis and cireum- 
stances connectec thefewith, ‘had been “ascertained and were known to 
both parties, and new notes given.

tions. [tis conceded that the Legislature cannot in their imposition: ot 
taxes, discriminate between persons of the same class ; hut.we contend 
that it is competent for the law making "power. lo distinguish between 
persons of different classes, and that this power has been unilormly' exet- 
eised. ‘Our existing tax bill abounds with evidences. of the truth of this 
position, The professional nian pays the tax  generally- imposed upon 


property to the exient‘of his possessions, and, in addition thereto an in-. 


come tax, The transient merghant must pay twenty dollars for the priv- 
ilege of vending goods in any cqunty in this State, whilst the stationary 
merchant i is subject to a different regulation, , This discrimination be- 
tween classes has uniformly been madé by the States in ‘reference to resi- 
dent citizens. Now the question arises, can we in this, or in any re- 
spect dt ng eh between thé rights and liabilities of résidents und non- 
residents? T! ley may cerlainly be regarded' as two classes of persons, 
The seeming objection. to the bill grows out of: the provision of the Fed- 
eral Constitution which is as follows: 

« The Citizens of gach State shall be entitled-to all the privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States,” Does this clause confer 
this equality on the citizen whilst he residés in, or-out of the State i in 
which he desires to enjoy these privileges and immunities? Our answer 
to this question, whigh: may removgiany doubt which may exist ás to the 
coristitütionglity of the hill referred to-.us—-it-is evident that ong who 


asserts his coristitutional immunities and privileges, making him equal in, 
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all respects to other citizens must have reference (o the State..in which 
he resides, “For it is incontrovertible that q citizen of Georgia cannot 
exercise all the rights of a citizen of Alabama—for example, he cannot 
hold an office heré or vote, or aerye ón juries, ot-even bring a suit with- 
out giving.security for costs—are lhese disabilities in conflict with the 
Constitution of the United States? Certainly not, | Under what circum- 
stances, then is a citizen of onè State entitled to all the privileges aid im- 
munities of the citizens in other States—in other words, under what cir- 
cumstances can a citizen of Georgia exercise all the rights of a citizen of 
Alabama? Only when, he becomés a citizen of Alabama. ‘The elause 
above quoted, confers a. general citizenship on the citizens of the several, 
States, and communicates to them all the privileges and immunities which 
the citizens of the same State would be entitled to under like circumstan- 
ces.—[3 Story’s Commentaries on the Constitution of the United States, 
page 674, and 675,—-33,1800.] d BE er. 8 
Is a non-resident similarly situated ‘with ‘the citizens of Alabama in 
reference td the negro population or in other respects ?—Every one must 
give a negative answer to this question., Our citizens are subject to all 
thedamages and inconveniences of a dense ‘negro population, whilst a 
non-resident is free from them—our citizens perform:patrol duties, work 
on the roads, serve gn juries, and pay a poll tax, whilst non-residents 
are exempt’ from the performance of these duties. This obvions differ- 
ence in the positjóüs of citizens of this, and of other States, is a sufficient. 
Vindication of the exercise ‘of the power in question, But we find a full 
warrant for the discrimination embodied ia the bill, in our indisputed 
right to enforce police regulations. In some portions of our State, slaves 
have accumulated in large numbers, whilst the white population hag re- 
ceded-—this growing inequality should be checked, and the passage of 
this accon paoying bill may have that effect. The citizens of other States 
have a right to purchase lands here, and „Whilst unrestricted’ may gend 
negroes also, This process might be continued to such an extent as to 
vanish thé greater portion of the White population from some sections of 
the State, thereby subjecting us to áll the damages and inconveniences of 
an almost exclusive negro population, Such-an unrestricted power over 
our destiny, cannot be conceded to persons living beyond our borders. 
A priuciple decisive of this question was raised and-decided—viz: The 
Supreme Court of the Uniled States in the celebrated case of Groves, et al. 
v Slaughter, in 15th Peter's, page 508, and 509 — wherein it was determin- 
ed upon the arguménts of the ablest lawyers aud mpst distinguished | 
statesmen in the Union, that the power over slaves belong to the States 
respeetively—it is-local in its character and its effects—each State haga 
right to protect itself against the avarice and intrusion of the slave dealer—- 
to guard its citizens against the inconvenience and dangers of slave pop- 
ulation, The right te exercise this power is higher and deeper than the 
constitution—the evil involves property; and may endanger the existehce 
of a State. . Its power to guard against, or to remedy'the evil, rests upon 
a principle of self preservation—a law vital to every community, and espe-

All. that. can be gleaned from 
the receipts is, that the Warden has paid the sums of money therein 
specified —but whether in every instance the account was for articles 
necessary and proper for the use of the prison, yaur committee express 
ro opinion. 

By the report of the Warden made on the first October; eighteen 
hundred and forty three, it appears that there was due by account on the 
books of the prison, three thousand, seventy-one dollars and seven cents. 
. By his repert of the first October, eighteen hundred and forty- 
four, it appears that from first October, eighteen hundred and for- 
ty-three, to first October, eighteen hundred and forty-four, there 
was received in cash and charged for articles sold during the year, 
fourteen. thousand, nine hundred and seventy dollars—how much 
of this sum was received in cash, and how much on the account due 
on first October, eighteen hundred and forty-three, we haye no means 
of ascertaining from the documents filed. It appears, however, that on 
the first October, eighteen hundred and forty-four, there was due the 
Penitentiary four thousand, three hundred and fifty-nitie dollars. The

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nót'carried in the aecouht'af ‘the year eighteen hundred and forty-four, 
so far.as appears by ‘the ‘report'of that year; noris thé item of four 
thousand, three handred-and fifty-nihe dollars; due on first October, ° 
eighteen hundred and forty-four; carried into the account for the year, 
eighteen hundred "and forty-five. ` etes CF 

The report made on the first October, eightéen hundred and' ferty- - 
five shows, that there was received and eharged for work dorie in the 
shops of the prison, from first Oetóber, eighteen hundred and forty- 
fout, to first October, eighteen hundred and forty-five, the sum of twen: 
tythree thousand, four ‘Handred and séventy-nine dollars and thirty- 
four cents. How much of this sum was received in cash, and how 
much charged, caunot be ascertained by the vouchers or documents, 
further than by reference to the-statement of the financial operations 
of the prison in the report of -eighteen hundred and forty-five.

That the events in the life of Major Montgomery with which this 
State is connected, are so familiar to every citizen, as to make a particu- 
lar reference to them unnecessary.— That he was enjoying, before enga- 
ging for the delence of the early settlements of this country, all that the 
society of friends, the honors of his profession, and the affections of kin- 
dred could confer—That he left the abode of pesce, thus hallowed by all 
the sympathies of those relations, and poured out his blood for the people 
of Alabama when their houses were surrounded, and their wives, chil- 
dren, and friends, were slaughtered hy a savage foe upon the hearths 
made sacred to hospitality and peace—That ihe lies now so nobly hon- 
ored in his fame, yet unhonored by a stone to record even, “I died here. 
in obedience to the laws of Sparta?'——are circumstances known even to 
the listless wayfarer that touches the, soil of Alabama—-but may we not 
say with that wayfarer; * where is the spot???” The object of thia bill is 
to perpetuate the memory of the turf that was stained with his blood, 
and now rests upon his bosom, To guard sacred from the pfaughshere, 
and the careless hoof of the roving steed, the narrow strip of land includ- 
ing what is sacred to patriotism, ‘eloquence, and love of country. ‘That 
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many braveand patriotic men lay on thal and ather spots, ennobled by 
their defence of their country and its institutions, is no epology forsefus- 
ing to raise this monument to the noble Montgomery. Let us begin with 
him who was our guest, who stood at our threshhold in our defeuce and 
covered it with his blood, and we will end with raising monuments to all. 
"This will not be more for him than for the character of our country, It 
‘will teach successive generations gratitude, the very soul of freedom — 
"The flames of patriotism will kindle in the coldest hosom— The buoyant 
step of the child will be arrested as his eye catehes.a record at once sa- 
cred to the country and its patriots. See it will be said, where rests 
a hero who died ia an age illustrious for the rights pf men—* Sre a re- 
publie grateful jo his shade." The mind that scans the monument of 
Montgomery of the revolution, will rest with pleasing contemplation on . 
that of his decendant, Alabama’s Montgomery—here will he seen the 
Montgomery of our age perpetuating the example of the Montgomery ` 
of-our fathers—living by his life, and dyinglby hiş death. The commit- 
tee, recommend the passage of the bill unanimously.

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ed at the fact that publie convicts are forced into their ranks by the op- 
eration of our present system of Penitentiary punishment. No class of 
citizens are more eminently entitled tothe protection of the Legislature; 
and the regard of their fellow citizens, and from none ought the pollution 
complained of, be‘more ‘sedulously diverted, The State is justly proud 
of the high character for patriotism, probity and morals-of those of her 
citizens whe are engaged in. the arts‘and in manufactures; ‘Fhe eommit- 
tee however have been unable to agree upon any system by which the . 
evil eomplained of, would be obviated. The diversity of opinion pre- 
vailing as weli in the community as in the Legislature on the whole sub- 
ject of Penitentiary labor and employment, and the occupation most ben- 
eficial both for the State, the community, and the convict, present an in- 
superable obstacle to the useful action either of-the committee, or the 
Legislature at its present session, in regard to the matters embraced in 
the memorial.
